Passed: By Congress in December, 
provisions backed by the National Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Association that offer 
relief for H-2B visa employers such as 
horse trainers as part of the omnibus 
appropriations biU. Of particular interest 
to trainers and others in the Thoroughbred 
industry who rely on H-2B workers are: 
H-2B returning workers are exempt from 


the annual 66,000 H-2B cap; those paying 
H-2B wages are allowed the use of pri¬ 
vate wage surveys; seasonal employment is 
defined as 10 months as opposed to nine in 
the current H-2B rules. 

Passed: By Congress in December, tax 
incentives for horse owners—including a 
key provision that extends three-year 
depreciation for racehorses through 2016. 
The Protecting Americans from Tax Hikes 
Act of 2015 maintains the three-year 
recovery period for racehorse purchases 
that has been a top legislative priority for 
the NTRA since initial enactment as part 
of the 2008 Farm BiU. The provision 
aUows taxpayers to depreciate, on a three- 
year schedule, racehorses 24 months of 
age and younger when purchased and 
placed into service, as opposed to a seven- 
year schedule. The schedule better reflects 
a typical racehorse’s career and is more 
equitable for owners. The PATH Act also 
retroactively extends two other provisions 
that spur investment in racehorses and 
depreciable farm equipment. 

Achieved: Millionaire status - Page 
McKenney, with his win in the Native 
Dancer Stakes at Laurel Park Jan. 2. The 
6-year-old Pennsylvania-bred gelding 
trained by Mary Eppler, who races in part¬ 
nership for Adam Staple and breeders Dr. 
James Bryant and Linda Davis’JaUn Stable, 
has earnings of $1,021,978. 


Increased: By i .18 percent over 2014, 
pari-mutuel handle on Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing in the United States, even with a decUne 
in number of races.

Angel Acres’ closing points 
to rescue chaiienges

O n the day before Thanksgiving 2015, Jo Deibel got a call from a woman she 
knew through Angel Acres Horse Haven, her horse rescue farm in GlenviUe, 

Pa. The woman, Jennifer, had lost her mare the previous night, and her gelding 
was, posted Deibel on Facebook, “in great distress.” She needed another horse right 
away to help Jett, the gelding, get through losing his equine buddy. 

And that day, Angel Acres placed its last horse in an adoptive home. Deacon, who 
had been at Angel Acres for over a year, was approved by both Jennifer and Jett, and 
when he left Deibel’s care, the adoptive work of Angel Acres came to an end. 

Five days earlier, Deibel and the board of Angel Acres had announced that 
the rescue would officially cease operations on Dec. 31, 2015, 11 years after it had 
opened. Deibel estimates that in that time, she and Angel Acres have placed over 600 
horses in adoptive homes. 

“It was difficult,” said Deibel. “But it’s the right decision.” 

While efforts in horse rescue have increased in the last decade, the result of social 
media and an increased awareness of equine welfare, the work of rescuing horses 
hasn’t necessarily gotten any easier. Competition for resources, understaffing, and the 
seemingly unending stream of horses that need help can daunt even the staunchest 
advocates. While Deibel’s commitment had kept her going through the tough times, a 
health scare led to a shift in her perspective. 

A little over a year ago, Deibel became life-threateningly, inexplicably iU. Months 
of doctors trying to figure out what was wrong, multiple trips to the emergency 
room, and hospital stays were followed by surgery and recovery, sidelining Deibel 
through much of last winter. “I couldn’t even leave the house,” she said. 

She is now well, but, as she wrote on Facebook, “This incredibly scary and diffi¬ 
cult time in my life led me to realize that life is short. . . very short, and I decided that 
I wanted to be on the happy side of the animal world [drama, animal abuse, neglect, 
slaughter, compassion fatigue all wears on you] and after much thought and consider¬ 
ation and soul searching I decided to retire.” 

Over the last few months, Angel Acres has slowly reduced the number of horses 
for which it is physically responsible; Deacon was the last horse on the farm that 
Deibel owns, and while Angel Acres will soon be officially out of the rescue business, 
its work and at least one of its funding mechanisms will live on. 

Six years ago, Deibel founded the Mattie’s Legacy Fund, honoring the one horse 
that she says she stiU can’t talk about without “getting blubbery.” ^

B rad Stauffer has seen the 
halcyon days of the Aiken 
Training Center, when Mack 
Miller, Mike Freeman and Buddy 
Raines ruled the roost. Now, 
things have changed as Darley 
put its barn on the market and 
the horse population at the iconic 
South Carolina training center has 
dwindled. Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred^ 

Sean Clancy caught up with Stauffer 
to talk about the Aiken Training 
Center and the upcoming Aiken 
Trials Saturday, March 19. 

MAT: How is the horse population 
this winter? 

Stauffer: We have in the 

neighborhood of 100 horses here. 

Of course, Darley leaving is a big 
hit to us but we’re going to keep 
the place going, that’s why we’re 
reaching out to other trainers to get 
them to come over for the Trials, 
because that’s a big fundraiser for us. 

A number of the barns are empty, 
we can do 250 horses here. Cary 
Frommer has in the neighborhood of 45. 
Mike Keogh, from Canada, he has 18-20. 
I have 30. Then there are some other 
smaller trainers here. 

MAT: What’s the draw to Aiken? 

Stauffer: We have a really good track, 
we have a starting gate, a five-eighths 
track, we have aU the amenities. You can 
get a gate card here and we have 2,000 
acres of woods right down the street 
where horses can get fresh air and get 
away from the track. It doesn’t freeze that 
often, when it does, you wait until 9, the 
sun comes up and off you go. We don’t 
lose many days of training. 

MAT: How do you replace Darley’s 
presence? 

Stauffer: There are 40 stalls, a number 
of paddocks, a house. The property is 
listed at $2.5 million, ideally, someone 
comes with Thoroughbreds because we 
get a track-usage fee for each horse who 
goes on the track, that’s how we get the 
money to maintain the track, the prop¬ 
erty and the barns the track owns. Many 
of the barns are still private, owned by 
people in the business. 


MAT: How has it changed since you’ve 
been there? 

Stauffer: I’ve been here since ’86, 
when I first came, there was Greentree, 
Rokeby, Firestones, Buckland Farm 
was here, Claiborne had a barn here, 
Duchossois, Mr. Freeman would fill his 
barn, Mrs. Paxson was here, aU those 
people are gone now. Aiken is huge with 
horses, the northerners are coming here 
with their eventers and show horses, 
they’re buying up a lot of the property. 
Mrs. Paxson’s barn was sold a number of 
years ago to show horse people, so we 
lost those stalls and the track-usage fees. 
Real estate prices have gone up and that 
has shot us in the foot too. 

MAT: What is the competition to Aiken? 

Stauffer: You’ve got EUoree Training 
Center, Webb Carroll and a few other 
small training centers. I talk to a lot of 
the trainers, they go to Florida to race 
for the winter and to go see their horses 
train in Aiken, it’s out of the way, it takes 
a couple of days. If they’re at Gulfstream, 
they can drive to Ocala, Pays on in a day 
and get home. The days of the Mellon, 
Evans, Paxson . . . the ones who brought 


their whole stables for the winter, are 
gone. 

MAT: Describe the Aiken Trials. 
Stauffer: it’s a fun day. We charge 

$10 for admission, we don’t offer 
purse money but trainers and owners 
who participate get a free month’s 
training, it’s like a starter fee. We 
have 2-year-old races from a gate or 
from a galloping start. We’ve had 
stable races in the past. We have 
races for 3-year-olds, 3-year-olds and 
up winners, we’ve had a polo pony 
race, that’s fun. It’s a great education 
for the 2-year-olds, to get a practice 
race in, it’s like a workout and a race 
at the same time. It’s been going 70 
years. It’s a family festival, everybody 
enjoys it and has a good time. 

MAT: Describe the history of it. 
Stauffer: Buddy Raines showed 

me records from his diaries when 
stables would run almost everything 
they had, they used to have 12, 

14 races in the afternoon. Everything 
would run, then he showed me, a week 
later, 'This horse was culled, this horse 
was turned out, this horse was given 
to a farmer down the road...’ It was a 
big thing, they ran and they figured out 
where they were going. I wish I had those 
diaries. He would reminisce and talk 
about those days. 

MAT: Who are the best horses you’ve 
seen run at the Aiken Trials. 

Stauffer: (Preakness winner) Summer 
Squall did run here, he ran second. 
(Champion older male) Pleasant Tap ran 
here if I’m not mistaken. (Champion 
juvenile fiUy) Storm Song ran here. A lot 
of the 2-year-olds aren’t named yet... 

MAT: What are the goals for this year? 

Stauffer: To get horses to come here 
for the Trials this year because if we don’t 
have races one year, it’s going to be that 
much more difficult the next year. We’re 
paying expenses for outside horses to 
come and run here. And to keep remind¬ 
ing people to come here for the winter.

T 'rainer Mark Shuman and his wife, 

Anissa Butler, pulled their trailer up to 
Shuman’s barn at Fair Hill Training 
Center one day last September and instantly 
wondered whether they’d just made a mas¬ 
sive mistake. As soon as Shuman shifted 
into park, the screaming and snorting 
began. The trailer shook. And every time 
they tried to get a shank on the monstrous 
gray inside, he batted and struck at them. 

After about 45 minutes and a litde 
Vicks VapoRub in his nostrils, he was out 


of the van and in the barn. He’d been 
there before, of course—throughout 
campaigns at 2, 3 and 4, graded stakes 
wins, the 2007 Triple Crown trail and 
$774,990 earned. So despite the chaos and 
commotion, Shuman and Butler were elated 
to bring him back. Xchanger was home. 

Getting him back after his stud career 
had always been part of the plan. Turned 
out that career was more short-lived 
than expected, but that was just fine with 
Butler. 


“I loved him; he’s my favorite horse that 
we’ve ever had,” she smiled. “He made a 
racket in the barn for probably the next 
12 hours and then the vet showed up at 
8 a.m. to geld him and that was that. 
Within two days I threw the tack on and 
got on him. He had no problems at aU. 

He was amazing. I hacked him in the barn 
for maybe three days and then I was able 
to take him out in the fields at Fair Hill.” 

Xchanger caught Shuman’s eye at 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 2-year-old sale in 
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2006. Bred in Florida by Oscar Martinez, 
the son of Exchange Rate was produced 
from the Crafty Prospector mare 
Saragoza. 

“He was just a very efficient mover, he 
looked effortless in his work,” Shuman 
said. “We watched him live and kept 
going back and watching the videos. He 
looked like he did it so easily. The owner 
was prepared to go to $80,000. When 
the hammer fell at $40,000 we actually 
thought 'Oh no, what’d we miss?’” 

Domenic Zannino signed the slip for 
the colt, and later that evening over dinner 
convinced Shuman and Joe Masone to 
purchase 25 percent shares in him. Laid 
back and unflappable, Xchanger was 
a consummate professional from the 
beginning. 

“Honestly, before he ran-just every 
day on the track training—he did whatever 
we asked him to do and more,” Shuman 
said. “From the first time we breezed him, 
we just never thought he was anything 
but a decent horse. Everything he did was 
always above and beyond.” 

He won his debut at Monmouth Park 
in August 2006 and immediately vaulted 
into the Sapling Stakes-G3 in his second 
start. Bumped in the stretch, he was gritty 
and game enough to win. 

He wrapped up his freshman season 
with five starts, four in graded stakes, two 
wins and two thirds — enough to convince 
the partnership that the 2007 spring 
classics were a worthwhile goal. 

Shuman and his 3-year-old set up 
camp at Oaklawn Park in Arkansas. Fifth 
in Teuflesberg’s Southwest Stakes—just a 
length behind Hard Spun—Xchanger led 
early in the Rebel-G3 before giving way 
and finishing seventh behind Curlin. 

Butler still remembers their encounters 
with the two-time Horse of the Year and 
future Hall of Famer. 

“Being in the paddock with him and 
seeing those horses; Curlin towered 
over him. I still think it was the toughest 
crop in recent years. I was nervous all 
the time, because Xchanger was such a 
nice horse—you start worrying. 'Does 
he belong or will this break his heart?’ I 
galloped him so I went everywhere with 
him.” 

Shuman routinely chose not to use the 
identifying saddle towels when Xchanger 
ran in marquee races, so Butler and the 
colt went unnoticed in the mornings. 


“He was so easy to gallop. I had all 
these riders thinking I was just some silly 
girl out there with a loop in the reins. 
They’d come up and try to see if they 
could get him to run off They didn’t 
know who he was; he’d just lope around 
the racetrack and would never pick up the 
bit unless you asked him to.” 

Returning home to Maryland, 
Xchanger won Pimlico’s Federico Tesio 
Stakes and entered the gate with Ramon 
Dominguez as the hometown hope a 
month later in the Preakness-Gl. Setting 
the pace again despite a bumper-car start, 
he tired and finished eighth as Curlin 
defeated Street Sense by a head. 

Shuman chose Delaware Park’s 
Barbaro Stakes-G3 for his colt’s next start, 
and that win was a confidence booster for 
the entire team. Xchanger ran with the 
varsity squad throughout 2007, going to 
the Haskell Invitational, the Pennsylvania 
Derby (which he lost by a neck), the 
Meadowlands Cup, the Breeders’ Cup 
Dirt Mile and the Cigar Mile. 

After three starts at 4 in 2008, he was 
retired after a nose defeat to Eternal Star, 
who set a track record that stiU stands, in 
Parx Racing’s Donald LeVine Memorial. 
He cooled out fine and all seemed well, 
but filling and heat the next day revealed 
a fracture in a sesamoid. He was retired to 
stud with a record of 18-4-2-3. 

He began his stud career at Jim and 
Sheila DiMare’s Rising HiU Farm near 
Ocala before relocating to O’Sullivan 
Farms in West Virginia in 2011. All three 
partners stayed in on the horse initially. 


but Shuman got out “two or three years 
ago.” 

“Breeding is a rich man’s game, and 
none of us had the farm or mares to 
support him,” he said. “In those first few 
crops, not one of them looked like him 
or acted like him. And still to this day, I’ve 
never seen one move like him. He was 
just a bit of a freak, I guess.” 

From his small crops, Xchanger’s best 
runner. World Changer, has earned nearly 
$60,000. When O’Sullivan management 
informed Zannino that interest in the 
stallion had waned, he contacted Shuman 
and Butler. 

“When I got out of him I said if he 
ever needed a home down the road, keep 
us in mind. Dominic knew that, so he 
called us when O’Sullivan was done and 
asked if we still wanted him,” Shuman 
said. “So he was instrumental in seeing 
that we got him back. I wish he could 
have made it at stud, but I always wanted 
to make sure he had a fallback plan.” 

After that bit of downtime, Butler took 
Xchanger just down the road to Wyn Lea, 
the Fair HiU, Md., farm owned by her 
mother. He started jumping just before 
Christmas with eyes on some hunter 
classes on the OTTB circuit this year. 

“It’s just fun for her and he’s a big pet,” 
Shuman said. “If anything ever happened 
and he couldn’t go any further, he’d just 
be out in the field there eating. He’U never 
be for sale.” 

As his wife put it, “We wouldn’t have 
what we have if it wasn’t for Xchanger.”

A few more 
questions for 
the new year 


I t’s February. It’s cold. It wiU be dark 
soon. It might snow. Ready for some 
more racing questions? These were on 
the list last month, but didn’t make the cut. 

Why are the Aiken Trials and EUoree 
Trials on the same day? The two South 
Carolina training centers, about 75 miles 
apart, scheduled their historic 2-year-old 
trials for Saturday, March 19. Both of 
them. This makes about as much sense 
as South Carolina and Clems on facing 
off in basketball and football on the same 
day. Aiken is struggling to attract horses 
now that Darley moved out, and EUoree 
could probably stand a few ship-ins too. 
How about somebody running March 12, 
instead of March 19? Then put up a chal¬ 
lenge trophy for the training center that 
wins the most races at the two events? 

Why do regional breeders complain 
about the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sales, 
but then routinely take the best horses 
to other sales? If you want Timonium to 
attract better buyers, you’re going to need 
better horses. I know it’s a chicken/egg 
or egg/chicken argument, but start smaU. 
Take one less horse to Kentucky this year 
and see how it goes. Then take two less 
horses. And so on. A good horse wiU seU 
at the North Pole. And with the success 
of recent graduate SteUar Wind, now is 
the time. 

Why don’t more flat owners go jump 
racing? To me, it’s a marketing issue. Or at 
least some of it is. First, hire someone and 
teU them you’d Uke to increase participa¬ 
tion from the flat side. Then get to work. 

Pick 10 major owners-Ken Ramsey, 
Zayat Stables, Repole Stable, Midwest 
Thoroughbreds, Klaravich, Oxley, Stro- 
nach, Schera, Maggi Moss, Godolphin and 
so on-and set up some meetings. Explain 
the game and unless they run out of the 
room, assign some steeplechase “mentors,” 
take them racing, get someone to look at 
the horses, give them free owners’ Keenses 
if you have to. Then offer a bonus for the 


first owner to win a North American Grade 
1 jump race and a North American Grade 
1 flat race in the same year. That might 
be as effective as the much-baUyhooed 
bonus between England’s World Hurdle 
and America’s Iroquois Steeplechase. 

Why can’t Pennsylvania Day At the 
Races make as big an impact Maryland 
Million and West Virginia Breeders 
Classics? Combine state-sired and state- 
bred horses if need be, but make it happen. 
Show the state’s taxpayers and legislators 
that slots do more than create cool casinos. 

When did the first foal of 2016 
arrive? We’re not about to show up with 
presents, Uke they do for the New Year’s 
baby at the local hospital, but you never 
know. And it would be a nice thing to know. 
The first foals in Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Virginia, New Jersey might at least get their 
pictures taken. Presents? Did someone say 
presents? 

WiU the win-and-you’re-in promo¬ 
tions work in Maryland? The Maryland 
Jockey Club added free passes to the 
Preakness and Black-Eyed Susan to the 
winners of Federico Tesio and Weber City 
Miss stakes (to be run AprU 9 at Laurel 
Park). WiU the move help the locals take a 
shot, or draw more out-of-towners? Either 
way, it wiU be fun to watch. 

Speaking of out-of-towners, wiU the 
Charles Town Classic attract another 
big name? Shared BeUef, Moreno and 
company came last year. Game On Dude 
made an appearance in 2011, 2013 and 
2014. The region wins when such stars 
show up for our races, but they’U have to 
run to beat Page McKenney this year. 

Why not put Lasix-free races in the 
condition books and see what hap¬ 
pens? If the races don’t flU, don’t run 
them. It seems Uke the idea can’t gain trac¬ 
tion, but this sport rarely does anything in 
one big step. Try a smaU one. #

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Past is Present 

Triple Crown win hy American Pharoah, 
Hall of Fame nod for Billy Kelly 
spurfamily memories for Marylander

S itting in the Tastee Diner in Laurel, Md., Clark BedweU 
Shaffer Jr. orders scrambled eggs, bacon, hash browns 
and a cup of coffee and settles in to teU his family’s story. 
On a warm, summer morning, he is nostalgic and happy to 
dip into the past and into a little-known piece of Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred racing history.

“My great-grandfather trained the first 
Triple Crown winner,” Shaffer says. “He 
did it right here in Laurel and no one 
knows. In fact, the first three Triple Crown 
winners were from here in Maryland. 
With aU the excitement around American 
Pharoah, I think Marylanders should know 
that.” 

Shaffer is right about his Triple Crown 
history. To recount it, he turns back the 
clock to 1919 and Sir Barton. 

“The way the story goes is that my 
father was born the day Sir Barton ran in 
and won the Kentucky Derby,” Shaffer 
says, smiling softly. “The date would have 
been May 4, 1919. And it sounds like a 
Saturday in May, doesn’t it? But it was a 
Sunday and they went to Kentucky and ran 
in the Derby on the 10th.” 

It’s a way of saying Shaffer had to do a 
lot of his own research to find out what his 
family’s real story is. But this much is fact: 
Shaffer is the great-grandson of HaU of 
Fame trainer H. Guy BedweU, who trained 
Sir Barton to the first Triple Crown in 
1919, on a farm in Laurel. 

The fact, and the memories, returned 
last summer when BiUy KeUy—a stable- 
mate of Sir Barton’s who finished sec¬ 
ond in the 1919 Derby—also joined the 
National Museum of Racing’s HaU of 
Fame. Shaffer accepted the plaque, taking 
a bow for his family and igniting aU the 
memories. A systems services technician 
at Loyola University, Shaffer is a racing fan 
and a regular at Laurel Park. 

He’s also related to the man who trained 
the first Triple Crown winner, in Maryland. 

Sir Barton accompUshed the feat in 32 
days. The horse won the Derby May 10

and the Preakness four days later. Ten days 
after that, he prepped for the Belmont 
Stakes with a win in the Withers Stakes 
and, on June 11, Sir Barton won the 
Belmont, contested at ITs miles, in a then 
American record of 2:17%. 

Eleven years after Sir Barton, GaUant 
Fox won the Derby, Preakness and Belmont 
and Charles Hatton of the Daify Racing 
Form used the term ‘'Triple Crown” to 
enter it forever into American vocabulary. 

When American Pharoah won the last 
leg of the 2015 Triple Crown in June, many 
of the general news accounts only went 
back as far as the 1970s—to Secretariat 
(1973), Seatde Slew (1977) and Affirmed 
(1978). 

But the real history of the Triple Crown 
began before anyone knew what to call 
victories in the three races now consid¬ 
ered classics. Sir Barton and BedweU, his 
hard-as-nails trainer whose first name was 
Harvey, but who liked to be called “Hard 
Guy,” and his horse, who is said to have 
not liked people, were first. 

But who knows or remembers? 

Shaffer thinks all racing fans should 
know the history associated with such 
achievement: that the first, and in fact the 


first three. Triple Crown winners were con¬ 
nected to Maryland. 

Sir Barton, who didn’t win a race as a 
2-year-old, was conditioned into a cham¬ 
pion by Bedwell in Laurel. GaUant Fox, the 
second to claim the Triple Crown in 1930, 
and his son Omaha, who did it in 1935, 
were both bred by Belair Stud of Bowie. 
Though aU three were birthed in Kentucky 
they aU came “home” to Maryland soon 
after to hone the talents that made history. 

AU cavorted in Maryland paddocks, 
breathing the fresh air in the “The Land of 
Pleasant Living.” And they left their auras 
here and their footprints in the fields and 
on the local training tracks. 

GaUant Fox and Omaha stiU have a 
presence in the state. Their old barn at the 
corner of TuUp Grove and Belair Drives 
in Bowie has been made into a museum. 
You can drive there, tour Belair Mansion, 
the historic home of Maryland’s provin¬ 
cial governor Samuel Ogle, who with his 
brother-in-law Benjamin Tasker Jr. estab- 
Ushed the first Thoroughbred breeding 
Unes in America with Spark, Queen Mab 
and SeUma. In the 20th century, the farm 
became home to the Woodward famUy, 
who estabUshed Belair Stud, built the sta¬ 


bles in 1907 and owned a stable of champi¬ 
ons. WiUiam Woodward Sr. owned the two 
Triple Crown winners and his son WiUiam 
Jr. owned 1955 Horse of the Year Nashua. 

It is a lovely place, lovingly cared for. 
The stables have been preserved and fiUed 
with artifacts. The staUs of GaUant Fox, 
Omaha and Nashua have been turned into 
individual memorials. The entire stable, 
from its entry door to the two wings 
embracing a green courtyard, have been 
turned into an exhibition haU fiUed with 
paintings, trophies, riding gear and books 
on the history of its long-ago residents and 
the sport in general. 

But, less than 30 mUes away, along 
Route 1 in Laurel, there are few hints for 
anyone looking for Yarrow Brae, the nearly 
600-acre farm where Sir Barton trained. 

With the help of BedweU, the farm 
had been pieced together by wealthy 
Canadian owner Commander J.K.L. 
Ross. According to Howard County land 
records Ross bought a 360-acre farm caUed 
BowUngbrook and another 200 acres from 
BedweU to form Yarrow Brae, his training 
and breeding farm in the United States, 
and estabUshed BedweU as the trainer in 
1917. In 1921, when Ross was cutting back 
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his operations, Bedwell bought back a por¬ 
tion of the farm and continued to train 
there until his death in 1951. 

“My mom and dad got married at 
Yarrow Brae in 1945,” says Shaffer, who 
was born in 1954. “When I was a teen, 
maybe 17 or 18, I asked my mother. 
Where did you live?’ In the 1920s and ’30s, 
it had a manor house, servants and a chauf¬ 
feur. But when I saw it in the 1970s it was 
deserted and deteriorating.” 

Neither Shaffer’s dad nor his great- 
uncle inherited the farm. 

“For a long time I thought my great¬ 
grandfather just squandered his money,” 
Shaffer says. “But my great-grandfather 
trained right up to his death in 1951. I 
eventually learned that after my great¬ 
grandmother died—they had been married 
for more than 50 years-my great-grand¬ 
father remarried less than three months 
later. He had a heart attack two months 
after that and his second wife inherited 
everything. She sold the horses and the 
farm and moved away. I don’t know what 
happened to her.” 

Lost Thoroughbred History 

Looking for Yarrow Brae and Bowling- 
brook Farm is fruitless. The bucolic coun¬ 
tryside with fields filled with great horses 
is gone. In fact, the only horses you’ll see 
are a couple wooden cutouts near the local 
Exxon station at Route 1 and Gorman 
Road. 

It’s something of a chilling thought—a 
heritage site for racing and breeding-basi¬ 
cally erased. 

Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, home of 
the great Native Dancer, could have gone 
this way without Under Armour founder 
Kevin Plank stepping in to restore it. Even 
Belair Stud could have disappeared once 
the 2,000-plus-acre estate had been bought 
by William Levitt in the 1950s and turned 
into a housing development called “Belair 
at Bowie.” Levitt is credited with creating 
the suburbs when he began building rea¬ 
sonably priced homes for the middle class 
after World War 11. 

“We owe the fact that we’re still here to 
William Levitt, who after using the man¬ 
sion as an office building sold it and the 
stables to the city for $1, to be used for the 
good of the city,” said Bowie historic prop¬ 
erties manager Pam Williams. “It was used 
as the City of Bowie’s first formal City Hall 
until a new one was built.” 

Then came a sturdy group of volun¬ 
teers who worked at restoration and a small 
museum was born. In 1999, the city did a 
major restoration to put the property back 
on its feet. It is now open to the public. 


Tuesday through Sunday from noon to 4 

p.m. 

Yarrow Brae and Bowlingbrook found 
no such benefactors. Historic land records 
from Howard County detail the property 
boundaries of Yarrow Brae and document 
the sale of Bowlingbrook, including a con¬ 
tract on the sale by Charles C. Baldwin to 
Ross, but there are no maps and no photos. 

Ross, whose father founded the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, was a sports¬ 
man whose pursuits included tuna fishing. 
Thoroughbred racing and yachting among 
others. He owned a mansion in Montreal, 
a fishing lodge in Nova Scotia, a private 
train car and two Rolls-Royces. In 1911, 
he set the world record for the largest fish 
caught with a rod and reel (a 680-pound 
tuna) and bettered it a few years later with 
a 720-pounder. Ross inherited $16 million 
when his father died in 1913. 

Ross bought his first racehorses in 1915 
and won the Preakness a year later with 
Damrosch. Ross based his stable on two 
farms in Canada, and established a base 
in Maryland when he hired Bedwell. Land 
records from 1917 show the sale of about 
200 acres adjacent to the Bowlingbrook 
property to Ross by Bedwell to complete 
the Yarrow Brae property. 

Ross built a showplace that eventually 
swelled to almost 600 acres complete with 
a quarter-mile indoor track, a mile outdoor 
track, 100 stalls, paddocks, housing for 
staff, an electric plant, water works and 
more. In January 1919, The Washington Post 
reported that Sir Barton and Billy Kelly 
were wintering at the Maryland farm in 
anticipation of that year’s classics. 

In 1928, Ross went bankrupt and 
thus ended a Thoroughbred racing 
dynasty. Ral Parr, who had won the 1920 
Kentucky Derby with Paul Jones, owned 
Bowlingbrook for a time and in 1948, the 
property was turned into the Standardbred 
track Laurel Raceway, which hosted 12,000 
fans on opening night and operated for 
more than 30 years. Laurel Raceway even¬ 
tually became Freestate Raceway, which 
was owned by Frank De Francis for 10 
years. De Francis, also the owner of the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s Thoroughbred 
tracks Laurel Park and Pimlico Race 
Course, died in 1989. Freestate closed the 
next year. 

Today, there’s a Freestate Drive, a 
Bowling Brook Apartments and a shop¬ 
ping center. It is home of Weis Markets, 
CarQuest Auto Parts, Laurel Toyota and a 
CarMax Superstore. Its large paved parking 
lots sprout with automobiles, which gener¬ 
ate horsepower of a kind that fails to create 


the nostalgia that comes with the pounding 
hooves of Thoroughbreds. 

Asked if driving by the area, part of 
which could have been his heritage, makes 
him sad, Shaffer shakes his head. 

“No, not really,” he says. “I didn’t have 
a lot of family connections growing up. 
My dad died when I was 16. He was an 
only child and so am 1. What I think about 
is how I would really love, how really cool 
it would be, to be with them, my great¬ 
grandfather, my great-uncle and my dad, 
for just a day. Wouldn’t that be something? 
My dad didn’t talk a lot about that time 
directly, he would just let things slip in 
everyday conversations. Like one day when 
we were watching the Untouchables [televi¬ 
sion show], he said, A1 Capone didn’t look 
like that.’ My dad had been at Washington 
Park, Illinois, at the racetrack with my 
great-grandfather and saw A1 Capone. It 
was 1929 or 1930. Unbelievable.” 

It was a long time ago, but Shaffer feels 
the connection. As a child, there was a 
running joke that he was a mean kid. His 
parents would ask, “Where does he get it 
from?” and the answer would be “Hard 
Guy” Bedwell, his great-grandfather. 

Shaffer, 61, laughs at the idea. He’s 
a soft-spoken, easy-going guy. But he 
acknowledges it might not be pure fiction. 

Hard Guy’s Legacy 

Shaffer never met his great-grandfather 
and until a couple of years ago had never 
seen a photograph. That changed when 
the Laurel Historical Society uncovered an 
old box. 

“They made copies of some photos for 
me and mailed them,” he says. “There was 
my great-grandfather and my great-uncle 
in suits and ties. That’s how they dressed. I 
never knew them or saw them.” 

On this day, Shaffer wears a brown 
sport coat with pale blue and yellow checks 
over a white shirt with a yeUow-gold tie. 
The look, familiar to anyone who sees him 
in the Laurel clubhouse, is topped by a 
dapper, pale yellow straw hat. The fashion 
choices are unique today, but were com¬ 
mon in his great-grandfather’s era. 

“Never even saw a picture,” Shaffer 
says. “And look at me.” 

He gives his head a slight shake, smiles 
sheepishly from under the hat and con¬ 
tinues. 

“I think you like the things your father 
liked and I think you’re shaped by your 
life,” he says. “My dad loved to bet, so I 
knew aU about the horses and the jockeys, 
even though he worked at the post office. 
He took me to the Laurel racetrack when I 
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Yarrow Brae Farm, later know as Laurel Park under the ownership of Ral Parr, was designed 
for owner J.K.L. Ross by trainer H. G. Bedwell and was the training ground for Hall of Famers Sir Barton and Billy Kelly. 



was 7 after I begged him. He let me bet a 
daily double. I won $32 and I was the rich¬ 
est kid in Laurel. I think that’s the last time 
I won the daily double, but I still like going 
to the racetrack. 

“My great-grandfather was a hard guy 
and I’m not. But I didn’t have to go on a 
cattle drive when I was 12. I had a Z^are It 
to Beaver life. My parents dealt with World 
War II, while I grew up going to the mall 
and movies.“ 

But his great-grandfather’s story fasci¬ 
nates him, and the long ride of Hard Guy 
Bedwell is pretty fascinating stuff 

He lived a hardscrabble life. A cow- 
puncher before he was a teenager in a 
remote section of Oregon, he eventually 
migrated southeast to Grand Junction, 
Colo. There, he worked briefly as the 
county clerk before moving on to operate 
a livery stable, where he taught himself 
how to doctor horses. Eventually, he 
became a trainer and frequently used the 
things he learned at his livery to cure his 
racehorses’ iUs. 

Bedwell’s story is like a lot of hardwork¬ 
ing trainers, who work for decades but 
turn into overnight success stories with 
the coming of a great racehorse. Though 
he led the North American trainers’ stand¬ 
ings in wins for six consecutive years from 
1912-17 running his own horses on smaller 


circuits, it wasn’t until he started working 
for Ross that real recognition came. 

Bedwell found the mother lode for 
three years, beginning in the fall of 1918. 
That year Ross and Bedwell had Cudgel 
and Billy Kelly. Cudgel would be top older 
male champion twice, and BiUy Kelly would 
go on to be the co-champion 2-year-old 
and Kentucky Derby favorite the next year. 

Unfortunately for BiUy Kelly, the win¬ 
ner of 39 of his 69 races, including 19 
stakes. Sir Barton came to the Bedwell barn 
in 1918, too, and would come into his own 
the following year. 

Under Bedwell’s care. Sir Barton 
excelled despite a less-than-lovable per¬ 
sonality. 


“He didn’t like people,” Shaffer says. 
“He liked to bite people. And he just toler¬ 
ated his trainer. He didn’t like to train. He 
liked to eat. And he had foot problems.” 

Foot problems, fortunately, were a 
Bedwell specialty. He had watched horses 
in the wild and at his livery years before 
seeking out muddy watering holes and 
wet stable areas and he believed the mud 
was balm to their hooves, nature’s natural 
moisturizer. 

“My great-grandfather, no one knew 
more about treating horses’ hooves than 
he did,” Shaffer says. “And he took care 
of Sir Barton when he developed a bout 
of blood poisoning early in his 3-year-old 
season before the Derby, too. My great-

grandfather took care of him for days, 
until he got well.” 

In his book Masters of the Tuf Edward 
L. Bowen quotes Ross’ son as saying, 
“Night and day, an anxious BedweU nursed 
the colt, seldom leaving his staU until 
finally, the crisis was past.” 
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Also in the barn in 1919 were Milk maid, 
winner of the first Pimlico Oaks (now 
the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes), who would 
be co-champion 3-year-old filly; and 
Constancy, the co-champion 2-year-old. 

But, at the time, it was Sir Barton, who 
garnered the most accolades as Triple 


Crown winner, champion 3-year-old, 
Horse of the Year in 1919 and a spot in 
the National Museum of Racing’s third 
HaU of Fame class in 1957. 

BedweU got his due, with a HaU of 
Fame induction in 1971 (nearly 20 years 
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Billy Kelly (with jockey Earl Sande) was inducted into the National Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame in 2015. 


after he died) and Billy Kelly’s turn arrived 
in due course as well. 

The horse joined his trainer and his 
stablemate Sir Barton last year-voted in by 
the Hall of Fame’s Historic Review Com¬ 
mittee. Shaffer was more than happy to 
accept at the August ceremony in Saratoga. 

“I was so excited,” he says of the phone 
call. ‘Wow I still get excited just thinking 
about that call. Wow. It made me think 
about my great-grandfather and my father 
and my mother. It was an emotional, 
spiritual kind of thing. Do you understand? 
After aU this time? That horse hadn’t run 
since 1923. 

“My great-grandfather wasn’t sentimen¬ 
tal, but of aU the horses he had trained, 
BiUy Kelly was the one he reaUy liked. 
He was known as a sweet, easy horse, the 
complete opposite in personality from Sir 


Barton. And now, more than 90 years 
later-it’s like that horse and the honor of 
representing him and my great-grandfather 
just dropped into my lap.” 

Shaffer said he never used to talk much 
about his great-grandfather’s connection 
to the Triple Crown, though he did tell 
stories about him as a horse trainer. But 
when American Pharoah won the Triple 
Crown last spring that changed and when 
he went to the HaU of Fame induction, he 
included the story in his acceptance speech 
for BiUy KeUy 

“When I accepted the award, people 
there were so nice to me,” Shaffer says. 
“People would come up to me and say. 
Aren’t you from Maryland? I remember 
seeing you at the racetracks.’ I talked about 
the horse and I talked a lot about my great¬ 


grandfather and explained how he had 
trained the first Triple Crown winner.” 

The story resonates, and came full circle 
in 2015 with American Pharoah break¬ 
ing the Triple Crown drought, with BiUy 
KeUy’s induction to the HaU, and with 
Shaffer playing a smaU part. 

“AU of these great horses were based 
and trained here,” Shaffer says, seemingly 
stiU amazed at aU that came before. “I 
want people to reaUze what Maryland rac¬ 
ing is. The Maryland Jockey Club is the 
oldest [sporting] organization in America. 
Sir Barton, who seems to be the Rodney 
Dangerfield of Triple Crown winners, won 
the first Triple Crown. My great-grand¬ 
father trained the first Triple Crown win¬ 
ner-right up the road, here in Laurel. I just 
want people to know it, to recognize it.”

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Breezing Along 

Virginia-bredfilly Stellar Wind 
flies to top of region’s best in 2015

T he first foal of a moderate winner. . . by a sire yet to 
break through. . . loads of female family behind her 
. . . born on a farm with plenty of past, but not much 
future... visited by an animal communicator who saw potential 
but warned of trouble. 

A Saratoga yearling nobody really wanted... Sesamoiditis the 
reports said ... no reserve at a select sale... end of a foal share 
... cheapest horse in the sale and less than half the price of the 
second cheapest. 

A December Laurel Park juvenile maiden winner. . . a bit of 
a headcase. . . a great galloper. . . a not-so-great walker. . . an 
unclipped furbaU waiting for the track to thaw. .. a horse with a 
fumre (of some kind or another). 

That was then. 


Now? Now she’s an Eclipse Award 
finalist, one of the most valuable female 
Thoroughbreds in the world and the 
region’s 2015 Horse of the Year as deter¬ 
mined by the Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred/ 
The Racing Biz poll. Virginia-bred Stellar 
Wind won four of six starts in 2015—two 
Grade 3 stakes, a Grade 2 and a Grade 1. In 
May, she rallied nine wide to finish fourth 
as the favorite in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. 
In October, she lost the Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl by a neck after getting carried 
wide and bumped. She earned $886,000 
on the season and heads to a 2016 cam¬ 


paign on the verge of $1 million in career 
earnings. 

And she could be the first Virginia-bred 
champion since Paradise Creek in 1994. 

Bred by Keswick Stables and Stonestreet 
Thoroughbred Holdings, Stellar Wind is 
the product of Keswick’s mare Evening 
Star and Stonestreet’s stallion Curlin. A 
daughter of Malibu Moon, Evening Star 
won twice for Keswick and Maryland 
trainer Dr. John Fisher. More importantly, 
she carried with her the genes of her 
dam Sequins. Another Keswick home¬ 
bred, Sequins won once in four starts. As 
a broodmare, she produced nine winners 


including stakes winners Im Out First and 
Zenith who in turn produced stakes win¬ 
ners Im a Dixie Girl and Great Hunter 
among others. 

The family shouted depth and quality 
and tradition. And it’s even better today 
with the addition of Stellar Wind and Im a 
Dixie Girl’s son Mor Spirit (a Grade 1-win¬ 
ning juvenile colt in 2015). But none of 
that meant much when Stellar Wind was 
born at Keswick in 2012. 

Old Keswick Farm, part of the horse 
country just east of Charlottesville and 
northwest of Richmond, includes a farm¬ 
house dating to the 1700s. The Thorough¬ 
bred connection really began in 1952, 
when the Augustus family purchased the 
place. Ellsworth Hunt “Gus” Augustus 
was an Ohio businessman who, among 
other titles, was national president of the 
Boy Scouts of America. He and his wife 
Elizabeth, and their children, remained 
in Ohio but the farm was a base for their 
Thoroughbred endeavors. Elizabeth, in 
partnership with Daniel Van Clief, bred 
Northern Dancer’s dam Natalma. After 
the death of her father in 1963, Peggy 
Augustus moved to the farm and carried 
on the Thoroughbred business with her 
mother-who later married Knight-Ridder 
newspapers chief John Knight—under the 
Keswick Stables banner. 

Success came in waves. Keswick bred 
championJohnnyD and millionaires Sabin, 
Simply Majestic and Alwuhush, Grade 1 
winner Husband among others over a span 
of five decades. Keswick’s yearlings were 
highly prized at Saratoga, and routinely 
found spots at the top of the sales results. 
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Virginia-bred Steiiar Wind and Victor Espinoza head to the track for the Breeders’ Cup Distaff-G1 at Keeneiand. 


Though essentially the last horse bred 
by Keswick, Stellar Wind is a worthy suc¬ 
cessor. Her path to greatness meanders 
much like Peter’s Mountain Road near 
where she was foaled—from life on the 
farm with Augustus in 2012 to the sales 
ring at Saratoga in 2013, where she was 
essentially bought to “flip” like a bargain 
house, to Kentucky, to another sales ring 


at Timonium, to EUoree Training Center 
in South Carolina, to Donald Barr’s barn 
at Laurel Park, to the winner’s circle after 
a powerful maiden score in her second 
start for then owner Barbara Houck in 
December 2014, to the radar screen of 
high-end bloodstock agent David Ingordo, 
who secured the fiUy for Kosta and Pete 
Hronis, to John Sadler’s barn at Santa 


Anita in California and all the way to the 
Breeders’ Cup. And she’s not finished. 

The people in her life explained how it 
aU happened. 

Peggy Augustus, co-breeder: 

“She had a couple of issues and some 
vets said you wouldn’t want to run as a 
2-year-old, but you could look at the cata- 
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log page and tell that. It all blew up with 
vets and things [at Saratoga]. 

“It’s absolutely a thrill. Any time you 
breed a stakes winner is a thrill. I had been 
out of the business for a while so it’s really 
fun to stir up the interest again.” 

Marshall Silverman, sales consignor at 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s fall yearling 
sale in 2013: 

“There were some piddling issues with 
her at Saratoga, sesamoiditis I think, and 
people turned around and walked away. 
She was probably better at Timonium, it 
might have been the time but everything 
was piddling, nothing significant. She was 
a nice fiUy, you could tell. A good horse is 
a good horse and sometimes agents tend 
to take too much credit. She just came in a 
few days before the sale and we took care 
of her and showed her the best we could. 
You really give the credit to the people 
who did the prepping and to the horse, 
we’re just promoting them and taking care 
of them. It’s great that she went through 
Timonium because that sale needs some 
news like that to improve.” 

Barbara Houck, the Marylander who 
spent $86,000 to buy Stellar Wind at 
Timonium: 

“I set a price on everything and I’m 
very unemotional. I bid to $76,000 and I 
stopped. This guy thought he had her and 
then my husband [Errol] starts bidding 
and everybody around us started laughing. 
He was sitting right beside me. He bid to 
86 and we got her. That’s not how you’re 
supposed to do it. 

“I was just very impressed with her and 
got her out a couple times. I go around and 
do the ground work, then I have Goree 
look at them. Mostly I pick my own, but 
he passed her too. 

“Peggy Augustus called me after we 
bought her and told me the story about her 
niece being an animal communicator. The 
filly told her she was going to cause a lot of 
heartache early, but that she was going to 
be great, and she’d like to be named some¬ 
thing with wind in it. Her dam is by Malibu 
Moon, so that’s where Stellar Wind comes 
from. She was full of trials and tribulations. 
She was opinionated.” 

Horseman Goree Smith, who advised 
Houck on the purchase and started the 
filly at Elloree Training Center: 

“We had bought Keen Ice at Keeneland, 
and he’s by Curlin too. He was big, kind of 
stout and square and so was she. Big shoul¬ 
der, wide chest and anyway she reminded 
me of him in the sale at Timonium. I told 
Mrs. Houck I thought she was the best fiUy 
in the sale. 


“She was all about being a horse, not 
unruly, but energetic and you could teU she 
was physically good. You couldn’t hardly 
wear her out. She was a little proud of 
herself, but pretty good about everything. 
I sent her to Donald [Barr] and said, no 
kidding, that filly could be an Oaks filly. 
Damned if she didn’t turn out to be that 
kind of horse.” 

Donald Barr, who trained Stellar Wind 
as a 2-year-old: 

“I had some issues with her when she 
first started. She didn’t want to go to the 
track and things at first, but she got past 
them with the pony, training her at 8:30 in 
the morning. She was third the first time, 
she didn’t run bad. I liked her. The next 
time, she ran off the TV [an 8y4-length 
win]. 

'We had a lot of offers. Sometimes you 
have to make financial decisions. They paid 
enough money for her that they deserve to 
win some stakes with her. From our point 
of view, we guaranteed a few stakes wins 
by getting the money. It’s a very friendly 
deal and we’re aU roofing for her.” 

David Ingordo, bloodstock agent: 

“I guess the horse had been looked at 
by someone else and I don’t know what 
exactly happened but the deal fell apart. 
I went to Laurel, it was about 4 degrees 
out and she was jumping and bucking and 
everything else. The trainer said somebody 
came to look at her and didn’t like her con¬ 
formation. I said, 'Oh my God, how can 
you not like what she looks like?’ I watched 
her train and ran into Phil Schoenthal at 
Laurel. I knew him from [the University 
of Kentucky], and he asked if I was there 
to look at Stellar Wind. He’d seen her train 
and vouched for Donald, so I had a lot of 
great information and it was easy. 

“Time passes, she started training and 
John [Sadler] called me up and asked if 
there were any relatives in the family we 
could get. John had pretty high praise for 
her, knowing that she stiU had to do it in 
the afternoon, but he felt she was as good 
as anything he had. I thought that was 
awesome. 

“Before she ran the first time in 
California [in the Grade 3 Santa Ysabel in 
February] I was sitting down at Gulfstream 
Park for the 2-year-old sale. They’ve got 
that big sports bar and I was sitting next to 
Happy Alter, who I just met and we kind 
of hit it off He asked me, 'What are you 
going to do here?’ I told him I was going to 
bet on this horse. Afterwards he said 'You 
kind of know what you’re doing, I thought 
you were crazy’ She won, paid $16. She 
was pretty neat, it was a great deal and I 


was happy for Kosta because we’ve only 
bought a handful privately. We’re pretty 
particular about what we buy, at least what 
I source out for him. 

“He’s one of the best guys you could 
work for. He gets it. He understands it. 
Whatever business you’re in you need the 
raw product to be able to produce some¬ 
thing. He understands that you need to 
have yearlings, 2-year-olds, running horses 
to go out there and do it. Not aU of them 
make it and sometimes you get one that’s 
a grand slam. She’s a grand slam because 
she’s what the market wants. She beautiful, 
by an up-and-coming stallion, she’s got 
a female family that is one of the purple 
ones out of the stud book. When she’s 
done, you’ll see she ran at 2, ran early, had 
a great 3-year-old campaign and hopefully 
she’ll have a big 4-year-old campaign. She’s 
the kind that people try to build a brood¬ 
mare band around or if you turn them 
around to the marketplace the premium, 
premium dollars will be there.” 

Houck, who didn’t hesitate (much) 
about selling: 

“We knew what we had. We were in the 
middle of the worst winter in the world, 
she couldn’t train half the time because the 
track was closed. She was perfectly sound. 
I got the offer and it was good. 

“I don’t look back. She’d have never 
done that well in Maryland. I felt it was 
better for the horse, and I had some other 
horses doing well. It made sense. I’m 
happy for her. I love it. I bet money on her 
and 20 bucks is a lot for me to bet. I always 
hope she does well.” 

John Sadler, trainer: 

“When she came in she had really long 
hair, coming from that region to California. 
You’ve got to remember last year it was a 
drought here, we didn’t have any rain and 
the weather was warm and sunny. I didn’t 
dislike her at all but it wasn’t what you’d 
expect. We clipped her Day 1 or Day 2, she 
looked good. 

“What I do with aU these new horses is 
I just start them off I don’t have any real 
preconceived biases one way or the other. I 
just started her off, trained her and I could 
teU right away she had very good action. 
She was fun to train right off the bat. 

“I was attracted to her when I OK’d 
the purchase. I was attracted by her breed¬ 
ing. I was taking a few horses for Jess 
Jackson when he was alive and served on 
the [Thoroughbred Owners of California] 
board with him for a while and I knew how 
passionate he was to have good horses and 
to breed good horses. When I saw Jess 
Jackson the breeder with Peggy Augustus, 
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Stellar Wind (clockwise from above) looks the part as a Saratoga 
yearling In 2012; strolls the paddock at Keeneland last fall; wins the 
Grade 1 Santa Anita Oaks by daylight In April 2015. 


that’s good old East Coast stuff. I liked the 
breeding. We’re looking for horses that can 
run around two turns. She really improved 
from going short to going a mile in her 
second start. She was what we were look¬ 
ing for. 

“Pn the Kentucky Oaks] she kind of 
got knocked out of the gate and was way 
further back than we wanted. If you look 
at the Kentucky Derby and other races 
those days it was pretty much a speed- 
favoring track. For her to put in a late run, 
a sustained late run, 9-, 10-wide I thought 
it was a good race. We didn’t get a great 
result that day but I wasn’t disappointed in 
the horse at aU.” 

“We’re not going to bring her out too 
early this year because I’m training back¬ 
wards from the Breeders’ Cup. Five or six 
races, no more than that. I’ve said it all 
along, I think her best is ahead of her. One, 
she’s a natural horse for a distance and 
two, she’s just continued to improve. She’s 
tack-walking, on a little bit of a light train¬ 


ing schedule now. We’ll keep her at home. 
There’s a good series of races.” 

Kosta Hronis, owner of Hronis Racing 
with his brother Pete: 

“Good for the Mid-Atlantic breeding 
program. We’re reaUy glad to be a part of 
it in this little way. When John and I first 
talked I said, Wirginia-bred.’ That was with 
a question mark, like, what? It worked out 
great for everybody. 

“If you look at it now you’d say [she 
was a bargain]. She was medium-priced. 

'We ran her in the Santa Ysabel at the 
end of February, put Victor [Espinoza] on 
her and it looked reaUy easy for her. To go 
to the Santa Anita Oaks, which as a horse 
racing fan and somebody that’s been going 
to the track for my whole life, to actually 
be in the Oaks was a big deal. To win the 
Santa Anita Oaks, that was a real wow 
moment for me and my brother. The way 
she did it, she even made it look easier that 
day against tougher company. We knew we 


had a real special horse on our hands at 
that point.” 

“After [the Kentucky Oaks] the tar¬ 
get was the Breeders’ Cup. We wanted 
to keep her home. We thought about 
going back East, about going to Saratoga, 
Keeneland, but we thought we’d keep 
her home, let her rest up and give it our 
best shot in the Distaff Sure enough 
that worked out. She was right there, she 
battled Stopchargingmaria aU the way to 
the finish. We bumped each other a few 
times, but for her first time against older 
we were thrilled. She proved she could run 
away from California, did a good job and 
we were proud of her. It was nice to see 
her answer some of her critics. I think they 
thought we managed her carefully, which 
I’m OK with. She’s 3 years old, no rush. 
We’re going to let her keep racing as long as 
she wants to race so there was no timetable 
when she had to get on the track. That’s 
not the way we operate. We’re going to let 
her run as long as she wants to run.” #

‘United’ industry comes together 
to look at uncertain future

M easured opinion might suggest rac¬ 
ing in West Virginia is at a cross¬ 
roads. For those who have watched 
legislative cuts blast the state’s racetrack 
purses in recent years, it’s perhaps more of 
a dead end that’s in sight. 

“We can only manage the shortfalls in 
revenue for so long until the industry starts 
to implode. We’re on the edge right now,” 
said Joe Funkhouser of West Virginia 
Racing United, a trade organization he 
helped found in 2014 with the purpose of 
bringing together various stakeholders in 
the state’s racing industry. 

Given his work on behalf of West 
Virginia Racing United, in addition to roles 
on the Charles Town Horsemen’s Bene¬ 
volent and Protective Association and 
West Virginia Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, Funkhouser was a logical 
selection when the state racing commission 
passed a resolution last year to form a com¬ 
mittee charged with generating new ideas 
for the racing industry. The Funkhouser 
family’s O’SuUivan Farms, founded in 
1939, routinely occupies a spot near the 
top of the state’s breeding lists and stands 
some of West Virginia’s leading stallions. 

Funkhouser, along with 19 other com¬ 
mittee members representing various inter¬ 
ested parties in the future of racing in the 
Mountain State, collaborated in a way not 
often seen in the industry. Members met, 
debated, came up with new ideas and cast

aside those that didn’t meet the threshold 
of consensus. In the end, the commit¬ 
tee compiled a document titled “West 
Virginia’s Racing Industry: Reflecting, 
Reimagining, Restoring” in the hopes that 
it might eventually pave a path to salvation. 

“The positive thing is that this report 
has brought together horsemen, trainers, 
owners, jockeys, commission employees, 
stewards, veterinarians, track manage¬ 
ment,” said Jana Tetrault, of the Moun¬ 


taineer HBPA, who helped synthesize 
the final report. “You know, we just sat 
down at a table and talked about ideas. 
We talked about what would work, what 
wouldn’t work and, from my perspective, it 
gave everybody a better understanding of 
everybody else’s position.” 

There were four subcommittees, each 
tasked with focusing generally on areas of 
impact-racing dates, marketing, revenue 
enhancement and legislative oversight. 
Many of the ideas and recommendations 
in the report boil down to, and are con¬ 
tingent upon, one major thesis: In order 
to move forward. West Virginia’s racing 
industry needs to recoup funding cut by 
the state legislature. 

The reduction in available purse money 
stems from two legislative actions. The 
first dates back to 2005, when the state 
passed a bill that diverts up to |11 mil¬ 
lion annually—in video lottery and table 
games revenue—from track purse funds to 
the West Virginia Workers’ Compensation 
Debt Reduction Fund. The second hit 
came in 2014 in the form of a provision 
in another biU, which allowed the state to 
redirect the diverted purse funds into the 
state’s general fund, rather than it going 
directly back to the tracks. 

To understand the impact of the two 
legislative decisions — exacerbated by grow¬ 
ing competition for gaming dollars from 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and Ohio-con-

sider the drop in the amount of purse 
money available to West Virginia’s two 
Thoroughbred racetracks. 

In the year before the workers’ comp 
legislation was passed, Charles Town 
awarded $51.9 million in purses. In 2015, 
that number decreased to $27.4 million-a 
reduction of 47.2 percent. At Mountaineer, 
in 2004, purses totaled $37.6 million. Last 
year, the track awarded just $15.7 million. 

“It’s a big difference,” Tetrault said. 
“Our legislators that represent our areas 
are aware of the impact that’s had on, not 
only the racing industry but, the entire 
community surrounding the racetracks. 
When we’re not racing, it’s a big difference 
to the community.” 

The report begins by describing that 
impact on the community, in buUet-point 
fashion, drawing upon conclusions from a 
2012 West Virginia University College of 
Business and Economics study. 

In short, it found that the state’s Thor¬ 
oughbred and Greyhound racing and 
breeding industries contributed more than 
$321 million in total business volume, or 
12 percent of the state’s hospitality and 
leisure sector, and supported more than 
7,300 jobs. 

Diminished purses, naturally, have led 
to declines in race dates at Charles Town 
and Mountaineer. While statute requires 


the tracks to apply for 220 and 210 days of 
racing a year, respectively, both have run 
significantly fewer in the past two years. In 
fact, Charles Town ran 177 live cards and 
Mountaineer ran on 160 days in 2015. 

Determining a viable number of race 
dates, given declining purse funds, was 
therefore a central part of the discussion 
by the committee. Charles Town trainer 
David Walters was on the racing-dates 
subcommittee and enjoyed the process of 
being able to directly engage with track 
management, among other non-horsemen 
on the committee. 

“Any kind of communication is always 
good,” Walters said. “It never hurts to 
have people involved who live it, breathe it 
and eat it every day. Some of the decisions 
made in any jurisdiction are made by peo¬ 
ple who’ve never had horse [waste] on their 
shoes, and that’s not the way it should be.” 

From a trainer’s perspective, Walters 
suggested that Charles Town could realisti¬ 
cally race 175 days in 2016 (179 days have 
been approved as of Jan. 1), given an aver¬ 
age daily purse size of roughly $120,000 
(the report recommends $130,000 at 
Charles Town and $93,000 at Mountaineer). 

Walters’ magic number of $120,000 was 
presented with an understanding of what 
the owners he trains for would, and would 
not, accept. 


“They’re not going to come in here and 
run for $6,000 in a $5,000 claiming race,” 
he said. “They’ll take that horse, get rid of 
it, and go rent themselves a Mercedes. It’s 
the same expense.” 

The final report suggests, given the 
unstable condition of track purse funds, 
changing “West Virginia Code to create 
flexibility within the West Virginia Racing 
Commission’s oversight of the required 
number of racing days annually in response 
to market circumstances.” 

West Virginia’s advanced deposit wager¬ 
ing regulations are not updated to allow 
residents of the state to actually bet on 
races in West Virginia. 

Spearheaded by Funkhouser on the 
revenue-enhancement subcommittee that 
addressed this topic, the report recom¬ 
mends the state act to authorize ADW for 
races in West Virginia. 

The report also presents other ideas for 
infusing more money into wagering pools. 
The recommendations include creating a 
“jackpot style wager” and developing a 
“higher end sports bar or restaurant net¬ 
work in locations that are not in close 
proximity to existing racing or gaming 
venues which are allowed to conduct off¬ 
track wagering.” 

The marketing committee encour¬ 
aged a partnership with the West Virginia 
Division of Tourism to promote major 
racing events every year. Other marketing 
recommendations include an emphasis on 
social media, entertainment and securing 
television coverage as a vehicle to share 
racing and related human-interest stories 
with mainstream viewers. 

While complete with more than a 
dozen concrete ideas for strengthening 
West Virginia’s racing industry, the report 
stops short of explaining how, when and 
by whom the recommendations might be 
pushed forward. 

Delegate Stephen Skinner was born and 
raised in Charles Town, the county seat of 
Jefferson County which he now represents 
in the legislature. He’s read the report and, 
as he has in matters concerning racing 
in the past, supports proposed ideas to 
strengthen the industry in West Virginia. 

“On the whole, I think it’s a great report 
but a lot of good it does in a year where 
we are in total budget crisis. We’ve got a 
total revenue problem and no way out,” 
Skinner said. 

The budget crisis comes in the form of 
a projected $353-miIlion deficit for 2016. 
That being the reality in West Virginia, 
Skinner is far from optimistic about the 
prospect of any pro-racing legislation actu¬ 
ally gaining traction this year.

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“Anybody who suggests right now that 
we’re going to somehow get money back 
into racing is not dealing with reality,” he 
said. “I mean, I’ll go down there fighting 
for it but you run into a brick wall because 
you can’t fight the numbers and the state is 
in a really bad way” 

From Skinner’s vantage point, racing 
stakeholders in West Virginia need to take 
more of a “defensive posture” to protect 
what’s left of its share of VLT and table 
game revenues. Skinner’s bigger picture 
concern is the prospect of racino decou¬ 
pling, which would allow stand-alone casi¬ 
nos in West Virginia and further diminish 
the view of the legislature as a whole when 
it comes to racing in the state. 

“Because the tracks are fairly sort of 
contained in a couple of geographic places 
and because we have dog racing, which 
isn’t terribly well regarded to begin with, it’s 
not thought of, it’s not valued. It’s not like 
Kentucky, where it’s a source of pride,” he 
said. “The word needs to get out that we 
need everyone’s help to protect racing in 
West Virginia.” 

One agency that won’t formally endorse 
the suggestions in the report is the West 
Virginia Racing Commission. Although it 
commissioned the report, and committee 
members expressed immense gratitude to 
the commission for enabling them to com¬ 
pile it, the commission does not intend to 
take any action on it. 

“It’s not a commission document, it’s 
not a commission report,” said Joe Moore, 
the commission’s executive director. “That 
committee [which compiled it] is respon¬ 
sible for marketing that report, introducing 
those ideas, having any proposed legislation 
come out of those ideas. It’s aU the respon¬ 
sibility of those committee members.” 

West Virginia’s legislative session com¬ 
menced Jan. 13 and committee members 
and their organizations were working on 
proposals likely to mirror some of the key 
recommendations of the report. 

“There’s a lot riding on this legisla¬ 
tive session,” Funkhouser said. “If we 
don’t do something to get more revenue, 
to modernize our code and to compete 
with neighboring jurisdictions, we’re just 
going to be managing the decline of the 
industry.” 

While those words might reflect the 
worst of aU fears. West Virginia racing 
might have shown the best of itself in the 
process of collaborating in a way rarely 
seen in racing. 

“To me, the most valuable part of the 
process wasn’t so much the final report,” 
said Erich Zimny, vice president of racing 
operations at Charles Town. “It was being 


able to sit around a table with some other 
folks in the industry and maybe blow some 
ideas back and forth. It was really just the 
cross-section of people. That was the value 
more than anything.” 

Other participants, including Tetrault, 
echoed similar sentiments. 


'We talked about what would work, 
what wouldn’t work and, from my perspec¬ 
tive, it gave everybody a better understand¬ 
ing of everybody else’s position,” she said. 
“It was a great first step in bringing every¬ 
one to the table to talk and to come up with 
ideas. It really was a good process.” ^

Quick Returns 

Olympic champion Miller, partners 
celebrate late-season wins by juveniles

I t didn’t take long for Bode Miller to make 
waves as an owner in Maryland. The 
38-year-old, widely regarded as the great¬ 
est American alpine skier ever, notched 
his first stakes win on the East Coast 
with Ravenheart in the $50,000 Maryland 
Juvenile Futurity at Laurel Park Dec. 26. 

The colt, bred in Maryland by Carolyn 
and Samuel Rogers Jr., is a son of Dance 
With Ravens out of the Fly So Free mare 
Flying Lady. Despite all the air-bound 
names, Ravenheart arrived at Fair Hill 
Training Center by land in 2015, on a van 
from Florida along with five other 2-year- 
olds. The horses, all owned by Miller and 
partners who race in the name DB Dojo, 
were put in the care of trainer Francis 
“Tres” Abbott III. 

“It was kind of a httle bit of a fluke,” 
Abbott recalled as he spoke about how he 
came to train for the Olympic gold medal¬ 
ist and multiple world champion. “I met 
him past May] when he came to Fair HiU. 


He was going to potentially lease stalls in 
the barn that I was in and he hadn’t really 
shored up a trainer. So, I think he spent the 
day at Fair Hill and... we kind of hit it off” 

The two kept in touch, with Abbott 
offering to assist Miller in transitioning 
some of his horses to Maryland. Within 
a few months. Miller decided to send the 
lot of 2-year-olds, who’d been broken and 
were breezing in Florida, to Abbott. 

It was the trainer’s job to find some 
races, and hopefuUy win a few. Abbott didn’t 
waste any time, sending out Ravenheart to 
a victory in his debut in maiden special 
weight company in October at Delaware 
Park. Two weeks later, the $27,000 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic yearling purchase was 
back in the Maryland MiUion Nursery 
Stakes. A troubled trip resulted in a fourth. 

“I had pretty high hopes for him in the 
Maryland Milhon,” Abbott said. “He got 
into a httle traffic in the lane when he reaUy 
needed to get his run going. He’s got one 


long sustained run and if he has to check 
or alter course or something hke that, it 
kind of kiUs his momentum. And that 
happened to him in the Maryland Milhon.” 

No stranger to the philosophy of get¬ 
ting back up after wiping out, Miher, and 
Abbott, got even more ambitious after the 
Maryland Mihion and sent Ravenheart to 
Aqueduct for the Remsen Stakes-G2. He 
finished sixth without much of an excuse. 
From there, Ravenheart came home and 
Abbott put a circle around the Maryland 
Juvenile Futurity. 

Ravenheart was one of the favorites 
in the race, behind Showalter and Flash 
McCaul. Showalter broke poorly, chased 
the pace and faded, while Flash McCaul 
stalked the pace and saved his best for last. 

Meanwhile, Ravenheart and jockey 
Forest Boyce raced closer to the pace, took 
the lead at the top of the stretch from 
Maryland MiUion winner Corvus, and held 
off a fast-closing Flash McCaul by a head. 

“He could’ve packed it in but he 
showed a httle resUience and was tough,” 
Abbott said. 

It was a brave effort, especiaUy from 
a 2-year-old whose trainer eyes two turns 
in 2016. 

Just about aU of MiUer’s horses with 
Abbott are bred to go long. 

It’s probably a stretch to suggest MiUer 
has a contender who can make an impact 
on the 2016 Triple Crown trail, but Abbott 
is impressed with the stock sent his way. 

“They were looking for real athletic 
individuals and that’s what they got,” 
Abbott said. “For me, the ones I have, I 
think most of them want to go two turns. 
Obviously, everybody wants to go to the 
Derby and win the Derby, but you know, 
you can’t say that that was the end goal.” 

In addition to Ravenheart, Abbott has 
won with two others for MiUer: Hold 
On Momma, a Kentucky-bred daughter 
of Hold Me Back purchased for $18,000 
at Keeneland September who won her 
debut Dec. 12 at Laurel; and Isofass, a 
Florida-bred son of Rodman purchased 
for $62,000 as a 2-year-old at Ocala, who 
broke his maiden at second asking Dec. 18 
at Laurel. 

“To have three 2-year-old winners, one 
a stakes winner, and a couple of horses stiU 
coming behind them that are useful,” 
Abbott said, “that’s the sort of success we 
aU dream of and it’s a great way to start off 
with a new owner. So, it’s been a lot of fun.” 

MiUer bought a barn at Fair HiU last 
summer, and had plans drawn up to 
remodel and expand the faciUty to include

equine treadmills and a hyperbaric cham¬ 
ber. 

BARGAIN FILLY SPEAKS LOUDLY 

It was a steal of a deal for Cash is King 
Stable. That was the thinking of managing 
partner Chuck Zacney, at least as he spent 
$30,000 on a Maryland-bred Street Boss 
fiUy at the 2014 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic faU 
yearling sale. 

“I just thought she was worth a shot,” 
Zacney said. “I was certainly going to 
chase her for a whole lot more [money] 
than that.” 

Zacney loved her pedigree and her 
physique, named her Cathryn Sophia after 
one of his nieces and hoped for the best. 
Thirteen months later she made it to the 
starting gate, and five weeks after that she 
made her stakes debut in the $100,000 Gin 
Talking at Laurel Park Dec. 5. 

The Gin Talking saw Cathryn Sophia 
romp by 1 (P/a lengths. On its own, the per¬ 
formance was impressive. Taken in tandem 
with her 12k4-length blowout of a maiden 
win at Parx Racing, she was flat-out buzz 
worthy. 

“Considering her first two races. Pm 
very excited,” Zacney said. “I never expect¬ 
ed this.” 


Zacney’s early hopes were tempered 
by setbacks that included a shin issue, 
characterized as “minor” by Zacney and 
trainer John Servis. They decided to take 
their time, and up until a few weeks before 
her first race, the plan was to run her for a 
claiming price. The owner called Servis for 
an update as she neared her debut. 

“She’s doing really well,” Servis said. 

“You know,” Zacney rephed “there’s a 
race coming up for $40,000 if you want to 
run her for $40,000.” 

Servis hedged, “Nah, Mr. Zacney, I 
don’t think you want to run this fiUy for 
a tag.” 

The trainer felt Cathryn Sophia turned 
the corner during a series of workouts last 
summer and wasn’t the only one to notice. 

Jockeys Frankie Pennington and 
Roberto Rosado worked a pair of 2-year- 
olds for Servis one day. 

“Colt worked pretty good,” the trainer 
said to Pennington. 

“Yeah, he worked really good,” said 
Pennington, “but who was the horse 
Rosado was on?” 

'Yeah, she’s all right,” Servis rephed. 

“Ah right?” Pennington scoffed. “Man, 
she did that pretty easy.” 

The filly was Cathryn Sophia and 
Rosado has been aboard for both wins. 


She went off at 1-9 in the Gin Talking, set 
early sphts of :23.02 and :46.63 and gal¬ 
loped home under a hold while clocking in 
at 1:23.17 for 7 furlongs. WeU beaten were 
Prognosis in second and Thundering Sky 
in third. Look Who’s Talking finished fifth, 
some 24y4 lengths behind. She returned 
three weeks later to win the Maryland 
Juvenile Fihy Championship. 

Cathryn Sophia shipped to Palm 
Meadows after the Gin Talking and is 
being pointed toward some of the premier 
races for 3-year-old filhes at Gulfstream 
Park, beginning with the Forward Gal 
Stakes-G2 and Davona Dale Stakes-G2. 

“It’s been a pleasant surprise, going into 
2016,” Zacney said. “I guess, after her first 
two races, she deserves a shot with the big 
girls.” 

Bred in Maryland by Bob Manfuso, 
the filly out of the Mineshaft mare Sheave 
has exceeded aU expectations - even those 
of the owner who saw a lot more than 
$30,000 worth of potential. 

“One, she’s a Maryland-bred and I know 
the program is improving in Maryland, so 
I wanted to get one,” he said. “Two, I 
thought she was a medium-sized, very 
balanced horse. And I really like the dam 
side.” 

Though Sheave was unraced and 
Cathryn Sophia is her first foal, the dam 
is out of the graded stakes-winning 
Unbridled mare Belterra. Cathryn Sophia’s 
second dam finished third in the Ashland 
Stakes-Gl and earned $324,859. With her 
two victories to start her promising career, 
Cathryn Sophia has banked $90,000. 

“She’s got a good mind on her and she’s 
very easy to train,” Servis said. “You’re not 
going to look at her and say, 'oh, she’s defi¬ 
nitely a two-turn horse.’ She’s not made like 
that. But the fact that she has such brilhant 
speed and she settles so nice, you know, she 
could carry that speed a long way. If she 
can, I think the sky’s the limit.” 

STRONGER HAND 

Lady Sabelia might have some competi¬ 
tion for the title of queen of the Robin 
Graham barn. Graham topped off one 
of her best years ever in 2015—which saw 
her runners earn $853,033-by winning 
the Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship 
Stakes Dec. 26 with Look Who’s Talking. 

Despite going winless in four starts 
since breaking her maiden first-out at 
Laurel in August, Look Who’s Talking—a 
Skeedattle Associates homebred—turned 
in a dominant effort in her last race of 
the year. She settled off the early pace of 
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Tiznow - The Hess Express, by Lord Carson | $3,000 LF

If I Was a Boy before making her move 
around the turn under Boyce in the 7-fur¬ 
long stakes. 

Look Who’s Talking opened up on the 
field easily leaving the three-sixteenths pole 
and held 1-5 favorite, Maryland Million 
Lassie winner Lexington Street, at bay 
Look Who’s Talking won by IV 2 lengths, 
with Jump for Love third. 

“I really, honestly, wasn’t surprised,” 
Graham said. “I figured if [Lexington 
Street] was the tough one, then I wasn’t 
afraid to try her because I knew my fiUy 
had class. I knew, tactically, we could do 
whatever we needed to.” 

Graham’s confidence stemmed from 
the fact that the last time Look Who’s Talk¬ 


ing raced, finishing fifth in the Gin Talking, 
she’d lost a shoe leaving the paddock. 

“It just was a screw up,” Graham said. 
“Forest said she wasn’t handling the track 
at all, said it felt hke she was sHpping aU 
over behind. So we just kind of wrote that 
off and wanted to try again.” 

In the second start of her career. Look 
Who’s Talking finished second in the 
Selima Stakes behind Ruby Notion. She 
then tried the Miss Grillo Stakes-G3 on the 
turf at Belmont and finished fifth. 

Ultimately, Graham believes Look 
Who’s Talking is best suited for the grass, 
as a daughter of U.S. turf champion and 
Irish champion and classic winner Cape 
Blanco (Ire). But the filly also has a strong 


dirt influence on her bottom half that 
Graham knows well. 

Look Who’s Talking is out of the 
stakes-placed Dixie Union mare Smooth 
Talking, a daughter of Gin Talking. That 
mare, trained by Graham, had an affinity 
for Laurel and won the Maryland Juvenile 
FiUy Championship there, 16 years to the 
day of Look Who’s Talking’s win. She 
went on to capture the Anne Arundel-G3, 
Maryland MiUion Oaks and Broad Brush 
Stakes. 

Graham sees unmistakable similarities 
between Gin Talking and Look Who’s 
Talking. 

“This filly acts similar to Gin in a lot of 
ways,” she said. “She’s got a ton of class. 
She’ll go stand and watch the horses gallop 
in the morning. We’U just back her up and 
sit there. She’ll sit there for a half-hour, if 
you want to, just watching the horses go 
and wait until you’re ready to go. And then, 
she’s aU business and ready to go.” 

That gives Graham an imposing one- 
two punch, a filly and a mare, who can 
make a lot of noise in 2016. The other 
half of the equation is veteran campaigner 
Lady Sabeha, owned and bred by Frank 
and Ginny Wright. 

Lady Sabelia put an exclamation mark 
on her 5-year-old season, highlighted by 
her win in the Barbara Fritchie Handi- 
cap-G2 last February, by winning the 
$100,000 WiUa On the Move Stakes in 
early December. It was her second con¬ 
secutive win in the race, her fifth straight at 
Laurel and her fourth stakes win of 2015. 

“She’s been great,” Graham said. “She’s 
just a wonderful fiUy to work with. She’s 
hke [Look Who’s Talking]. They both just 
do anything you ask them to do.” 

The only thing Lady Sabeha failed to do 
was hit the board in Keeneland’s Grade 1 
Madison last April, the first time she hadn’t 
finished in the money in 13 starts dating 
back to her second career start in 2012. 
The Madison came on the heels of four 
straight victories in which Lady Sabeha 
wired the field or ran close to the pace 
throughout. 

“The thing that messed us up with 
the race at Keeneland is that she had just 
gotten too sharp,” Graham said. “She just 
cooked herself going too fast. We had to 
stop and give her some time during the 
summer when there wasn’t reahy anything 
around here for her. We worked on getting 
her to sit back, relax, and not be so speedy 
and having to be on the front end.” 

The time allowed the mare to mature, 
evolving as a lady’ with another dimension.

Early Season Preview 

December winners Maxwell Smarty, 
Decoratedwithstyle prep Stites for ’16

F lint Stites has been a mainstay of the 
training community at Penn National 
for more than 20 years. 

Stites, also a veterinarian, has consis¬ 
tently been among the top conditioners at 
the Grantville oval and 2015 was no excep¬ 
tion. He ended the year third in the trainer 
standings with 50 wins from 369 starts, 
with his horses earning $1,096,903. Only 
Tim Kreiser (94) and Bernie Houghton 
(53) made more trips to the winner’s circle 
in 2015. 

Stites finished tied for third in the 2014 
standings with 45 wins, while in 2013 he 
was fifth with 53. Stites has recorded no 
less than 50 wins a season since 1997, with 
his aU-time high of 118 coming in 2007. 

Stites sent out two horses in Decem¬ 
ber that bear watching this year: Thomas 
Finacchio’s homebred Maxwell Smarty, a 
now 4-year-old gelding by former Penn¬ 
sylvania stalhon Smarty Jones; and Dr. 
Stephen and Debbie Jackson’s homebred 
Rockport Harbor filly Decoratedwithstyle. 

Maxwell Smarty collected his second 
consecutive allowance victory Dec. 10 for 
Stites. The dark bay Pennsylvania-bred 
gelding spurted to the front and never 
looked back, winning by 2y4 lengths at 
10-1. He rebounded off a loss at Presque 
Isle Downs in September to take a similar 
allowance in November at 28-1. Maxwell 
Smarty broke his maiden at Penn National 
in August, won three of six starts and 
earned $71,383. 

“He had some shin issues before I got 
him,” said Stites, explaining why Maxwell 
Smarty didn’t start before June of his 
3-year-old season. “It just took time to get 
him to the races. The only race he didn’t 
fire was the one at Presque Isle, and he 
didn’t care for that synthetic track.” 


Stites said Maxwell Smarty stands 16 
hands and describes him as “angular, not 
real stout, with a httle stub of a tail. He’s a 
really neat horse to be around.” 

Decoratedwithstyle made her juvenile 
debut a winning one Dec. 17 for the 
native Kentuckian. Dispatched at 18-1, she 
quickly went to the lead in the 6-furlong 
maiden special weight, took to the sloppy 
going immediately, stayed off the rail and 
never looked back for the 2k4-length score. 

“I really hked her going into this race,” 
Stites said. “She was probably sent off at 
18-1 because of my record of not win¬ 
ning much with first-time starters, but she 
had trained really well. It was also a sloppy 
track, and being by Rockport Harbor I 
knew she would run well in the slop, hke 
most of his progeny do.” 

Stites also trained the filly’s fuU-sister, 
stakes-placed Deco Rocks, who had “a 
huge heart” and earned $168,338 in 31 
starts. 

Decoratedwithstyle’s owner Stephen 
Jackson owns Jackson Purchase Farm in 
Versailles, Ky, and breeds a small number 
of foals each year for the sales ring and 
racetrack. He earned a PhD in equine 
nutrition and exercise physiology at the 
University of Kentucky, where he subse¬ 
quently became an extension horse spe- 
ciahst and then associate professor of 
Animal Science. He is a leading consultant 
in equine nutrition and management for 
major farms across the globe, and estab¬ 
lished his own company, Bluegrass Equine 
Nutrition, in 1996. 

■ Penn National officials were pleased 
with 2015 with a few exceptions. 

Eric Johnston, Penn’s director of racing 
operations, said the track’s stakes offerings 
were outstanding, while handle held its 
own compared to 2014. 


“Our import simulcast handle was 
only down a few points for the year,” 
he said. “Considering the impasse with 
the Monarch Group that kept us from 
simulcasting tracks such as Santa Anita, 
Gulfstream and Tampa Bay Downs for the 
entire first quarter, we are very pleased that 
our fans stuck with us and continued to 
support our program. 

“On the export side, it appears we 
are going to be flat to 2014. This is good 
news when you consider that we basically 
reduced our racing program by 10 percent 
when we went from nine races down to 
eight races each night.” 

Johnston said the ripple effect from 
the reduction in races caused an increased 
average field size of 7.44 horses, up .24 
horses per race from 2014. It represents 
the first increase since 2011. 

The highhght undoubtedly came May 
30, Penn Mile Day, which saw a record 
single-race handle with $1.25 mtlhon. The 
day was also a single-day record with a total 
of $3.86 million wagered. 

Another big handle was achieved Nov. 
25, when $2.03 milhon was bet on the 
Winter Racing Festival topped by the 
$200,000 Fabulous Strike Stakes. 

“This was a very exciting year and 2016 
is shaping up to follow suit,” said Johnston. 

I Leading trainer Kreiser and owner Ken 
Russell have reaped great dividends from 
Dinny Dinosaur since they dropped a 
claim shp for $12,500 for the battle-test¬ 
ed warrior in November 2014 at Penn 
National. 

The son of Pico Central (Brz) has 
earned Russell more than $137,000 in 14 
subsequent starts, winning seven times and 
placing in three more, mostly in allowance/ 
optional claiming company. 

Dinny Dinosaur’s most recent victory 
came Dec. 9 at Penn National in a 1-mile 
and 70-yard optional claimer. Jockey Edwin 
Gonzalez sent the 7-year-old to the lead at 
the break and he quickly opened a 4-length 
lead on five rivals, which he maintained the 
entire trip. The win was his fourth straight, 
dating back to Sept. 11. 

The gelding won seven times from 12 
starts at Penn National in 2015, the most 
wins by any runner at the Grantville track 
for the year. Through the end of 2015, he 
had 18 wins from 59 starts, for earnings of 
$402,598. 

Dinny Dinosaur was bred in Florida by 
Porter Racing Stable, which campaigned 
him in the Mid-Atlantic region before the 
claim by Russell. %

Zero Apprehension 

Birdstone colt Bird of Trey dominates 
Pennsylvania Nursery for Servis

J .R. and Rita Young met trainer John 
Servis at Belmont Park in 2004 when 
Smarty Jones was in the final stages of 
preparing for his bid at the Triple Crown. 

They liked the longtime Parx Racing- 
based horseman and more than a decade 
later hoped he’d train a Pennsylvania-bred 
colt they bred and owned named Bird of 
Trey 

There was just one problem. 

“They didn’t know if I would take 
him, because his sire is Birdstone,” said 
Servis, referring to the horse that ultimately 
denied Smarty Jones the Triple Crown in 
the Belmont Stakes. “I told them, d don’t 
care who he’s by, just as long as he can 
run.’” 

Bird of Trey is proving he can run and 
his latest victory in the $100,000 Penn¬ 
sylvania Nursery Dec. 5 at Parx provided 


proof Running in the name of the Youngs’ 
JRita Young Thoroughbreds, Bird of Trey 
added a bang to his progressive juvenile 
campaign with a 7/4-length blowout in 
the Nursery as the favorite under Joshua 
Navarro. 

Morning Fire, a son of Friesan Fire 
who had defeated Bird of Trey in an Oct. 
26 allowance at Parx, set the pace but was 
no match when Bird of Trey switched 
out around the far turn and spurted away. 
Morning Fire, from the Keith Nations 
barn, held for second while longshot 
Wychmere finished another SVi lengths 
back in third. 

Bird of Trey showed talent right from 
the start with Servis. Third in his debut 
July 12 at Parx, he found the winner’s circle 
following an 11-length victory in his sec¬ 
ond start Sept. 5 against state-breds. The 


colt next appeared in the $150,000 HaU of 
Fame Stakes three weeks later, when he 
met three other juveniles. He encountered 
trouble in the short field and was unable to 
catch the more seasoned Monmouth Park 
shipper Full Salute and finished second. 

The $60,000 he earned in the Nursery 
boosted his earnings to $146,748, and his 
record to two wins, two seconds and a 
third from five starts in 2015. 

Bird of Trey is the first horse bred by 
the Youngs, who hail from Van Buren, 
Ark., on the banks of the Arkansas River 
near the Oklahoma/Arkansas border, and 
named him after their 4-year-old grandson. 
They’d enjoyed some success as owners on 
the Oaklawn Park-Louisiana Downs cir¬ 
cuit, including with the Came Home mare 
Take Me Home Too, who won Louisiana 
Downs’ 2010 Laurel Lane Stakes as a 
2-year-old. 

Bloodstock agent Mark Toothaker sug¬ 
gested that the Youngs breed Take Me 
Home Too to Birdstone, who’d already 
sired a Kentucky Derby winner (Mine 
That Bird) and a Belmont Stakes winner 
(Summer Bird) from his first crop. They 
decided to drop the foal at Hope Hill Farm 
in Oxford, Pa., because of the money avail¬ 
able in the Pennsylvania program, but are 
currently building their own farm in Van 
Buren. 

I Another impressive winner late in the 
year for Servis was SMD Ltd.’s home¬ 
bred Miss Avalon, who took a 6-furlong 
maiden special weight for Pennsylvania- 
bred 2-year-old fillies Dec. 7. The daughter 
of Jump Start, facing the starter for the 
fifth time, drew off in the stretch to win 
by 1 Vi lengths under a confident ride from 
Frankie Pennington. 

Miss Avalon is one of a long line of 
runners from the family trained by Servis, 
beginning with her dam, the Holy Bull 
mare Dune Drive Avalon. An allowance 
winner for Servis during her three-year 
racing career. Dune Drive Avalon has pro¬ 
duced four winners from five foals to race, 
including stakes-placed $ 195,353-earner 
Seventeenohsix and allowance winner and 
$101,640-earner Great Drive. 

“Her foals look just like her-more than 
any other mare I’ve trained,” Servis said. 
“You could send them to the racetrack 
together, and there would be no doubt 
they were out of Dune Drive Avalon. It 
doesn’t matter who she is bred to, they are 
aU akke.”

Tie lives nearby off Rittenhouse 
Square, and names many of his horses 
after street names in the shore town of 
Avalon, N.J. 


■ As the curtain dropped on Parx’s 
2015 season with the final card Dec. 22, 
Breakaway Stables’ After the Bell, a 6-year- 
old son of Empire Maker trained by 
Michael Pino, earned the title as the win- 


ningest horse at the Bensalem oval, with 
eight victories from 11 starts. 

After the Bell changed hands during the 
year, getting claimed away from Pino in May 
by owner/trainer Emmanuel Tzortzakis for 
$5,000 out of a winning effort, and then 
re-claimed by Pino for the same amount 
four months later. Once back with Pino, 
the gelding ripped off three consecutive 
victories —Oct. 19 for a $5,000 tag, Nov. 17 
for $12,500, and Dec. 15 for $10,000. 

The gelding was claimed out of the 
Dec. 15 contest by trainer Keith LeBarron, 
who died six days later at age 62. 

Bred in Kentucky by Darley, After the 
Beilis out of the Grade 1-winningMetfield 
mare Rings a Chime. He is a full-brother to 
multiple Grade 1 winner Country Star. 

After the Bell won 11 of 33 lifetime 
starts, and $190,960, through 2015. 

Another horse to enjoy a productive year 
was Rosemore Farms and Dun Roamin 
Farms’ Discreet Senorita, a Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Discreet Cat who won 
the Dr. Teresa Garafalo Memorial Stakes 
in September and six other races while 
campaigned exclusively at Parx during her 
11-start 3-year-old campaign. The Edward 
Lehman-trainee earned a robust $294,440, 
which included two consecutive allowance 
wins in October and November. #

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Better With Age 

Going strong at 85, Casey celebrates 
success with homebred Greenway Court

W hoever left men out of that old 
axiom about getting better with 
age didn’t meet Jim Casey or his 
homebred gelding Greenway Court. At 85 
years old, Casey celebrated one of his fin¬ 
est years as an owner and breeder in 2015. 

Unlike many other men and women 
of his trade, Casey got a late start in 
racing. He was a quick learner, though, 
and can go on for hours about the peo¬ 
ple, horses and moments that resulted in 
the eventual establishment of his racing 
empire at Taylor Mountain Farm on Old 
Shennandale Road in Charles Town. 

“I taught school and retired at 56 years 
old in 1986,” Casey said. “My wife, she 
hked the horses. She was raised on a horse 
farm and she liked them. We kind of got 
into horses a little bit and then a httle bit 
more. Next thing you know, we bought a 
farm and got a whole lot of horses.” 

Together, Jim and Eleanor Casey built 
Taylor Mountain, which got its name from 
the site where Casey completed his final 
training exercise in the Army while sta¬ 
tioned at Fort Dix. At every stop in his hfe, 
Jim took in his surroundings, absorbed its 
history and tried to pay homage at a later 
date. 

Looking back, there was always Green¬ 
way Court. It was a magical place, really, 
or so Casey remembers it. He grew up in 
Boyce, Va., also where he met Eleanor. 
It wasn’t far from the site of Greenway 
Court, a National Historic Landmark due 
mainly to its significance as the abode of 
one particular resident. 

“George Washington stayed there 
seven or eight years while he surveyed the 
Shenandoah VaUey,” Casey said. “I lived in 
Boyce, that’s 4 miles from where he spent 
[time] surveying. That’s how I got the name 
because he stayed in a place called Green¬ 
way Court.” 

The name was passed on first to a Casey 
homebred who racked up 17 wins from 
1988-94. That horse, a multiple stakes- 


winning son of Spring Double, was named 
Green Way Court. 

Fifteen years later, his Yankee Victor 
mare Candy One produced as her first foal 
one seemingly destined for success. Casey 
named this one Greenway Court. 

He is by Windsor Castle, one of West 
Virginia’s top three sires every year since 
2010, who has stood his entire stud career 
at Taylor Mountain Farm. For most of that 
stretch, it was Windsor Castle’s daughter, 
the late Down Town Allen-a 25-time 
winner and earner of $1,029,387 bred by 
Casey’s son, John—who ensured the stal¬ 
lion’s spot among the leaders in the state. 

In 2015, it was Greenway Court. In 
his 6-year-old season, Greenway Court 
was 5-for-5. He won the It’s Only Money 
Stakes and the West Virginia Dash for 
Cash Breeders Classic, en route to earning 
$108,060. 

“This one,” Casey said, “he’s a gentle¬ 
man and he’s a competitor. He won his 
last race [in 2014] and won five in a row 
[in 2015]. He’s been a good one for me. 
He breaks good, he has early speed and 
he doesn’t get tired until maybe after 4V2.” 

Indeed, aU of Greenway Court’s victo¬ 
ries came at 4y2 furlongs. By year’s end, he 
and Navy Ribbon were the only runners 
with five or more wins at Charles Town 
with a perfect record. 

There were only a handful of horses 
with more wins at the track on the year, 
and one was Greenway Court’s half-sister 
Candy Man’s Girl. The now 4-year-old 
Charitable Man fiUy won six races on the 
year, including the Sylvia Bishop Memorial, 
was on the board in aU nine starts, and 
earned $123,913. 

“Now I’ve got Charitable Man, who 
might be better than aU of them,” Casey 
said of the Taylor Mountain staUion. “I’ve 
been lucky with my staUions. That’s one 
thing I’ve had a lot of luck with.” 

Charitable Man’s rise to prominence 
was accelerated late in the year by $500,000 


West Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes 
winner Charitable Annuity. That gelding, 
owned by Mark Russell, led all horses with 
seven victories at Charles Town in 2015 
and earned $358,550. 

As for Casey, he led the track’s owners’ 
hst with 31 wins and $753,177 in 2015. He 
also notched 41 training victories, good 
for fifth. 

Reahty dictates that Father Time will 
catch up, that Casey can’t maintain the suc¬ 
cess forever. There’s no teUing how much 
longer he might be able to carry on what 
he started years ago with his late wife. As 
he reflected, he noted, “one year we bred 
230 mares. . . breeding is slowing off, we’re 
down to about 150 now.” 

BUNCO, MONTANO LEAD AGAIN 

Jeff Runco captured his 10th consecu¬ 
tive Charles Town training title in 2015 with 
152 victories and $2,642,388 in earnings- 
far and away the most at Charles Town, 
with Ronney Brown checking in second 
with 94 wins and earnings of $1,289,876. 

“We had a great year,” Runco said. “We 
had probably one of the best years we’ve 
had in a while, as far as amount of wins, 
stakes wins. Breeders Classics wins and 
overall it was a super year.” 

Runco hit a grand slam with four win¬ 
ners at the Breeders Classics with Spa 
Creek, Navy Ribbon, Bullets Fever and Slip 
the Cable. 

The feat bumped Bunco’s Breeders 
Classics lifetime win total to 15, tied for sec¬ 
ond all-time with John McKee. Coleswood 
Farm, owned and run by Runco and his 
wife Susan, also moved up the Breeders 
Classics leaderboard with three winners 
overall, including homebreds Navy Ribbon 
and Shp the Cable. 

“We had a lot of good horses come in 
from different chents,” Runco said. “Our 
breeding stock did very good. Our young 
horses came around this year.” 

Perhaps the most promising of Bunco’s 
younger horses is David Raim’s Bullets 
Fever. In addition to his win on Breeders 
Classics night, the son of Fiber Sonde won 
the Tri-State Futurity over McKee’s fiUy 
sensation Aye a Song. Bullets Fever was 
3-for-3 in 2015 and earned $88,425. 

“We’re giving him a break over the win¬ 
ter, letting him grow up a little bit,” Runco 
said. “I expect good things out of him. It’s 
going to be exciting to bring him back.” 

Just as Runco continued his domina¬ 
tion in the trainer ranks, so too did Jose 
Montano in the jockey standings. He cap- 
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tured his fourth straight riding title at 
Charles Town. 

“It’s a wonderful feehng,” Montano 
said. “It has always been a dream for me 
to be a good rider and to be the top jockey 
again at Charles Town is a blessing.” 

Montano set a new career benchmark 
in 2015 by winning 230 races. He also took 
down $3,382,109 in purses. He was fol¬ 
lowed by Arnaldo Bocachica, who had 68 
fewer victories and earned $730,992 less 
than Montano. 

A native of Mexico, Montano arrived in 
West Virginia in 2011. After a brief stint at 
Mountaineer, he moved to Charles Town 
in 2012, captured an Echpse Award as 
outstanding apprentice jockey and has won 
every riding title at the track since. 

“I want to give thanks to aU of the train¬ 
ers who have given me opportunities to 
ride their horses, and the owners,” he said. 

ESPINOSA NEW ANNOUNCER 

Charles Town has a famihar face and 
voice as its new track announcer. Paul 
Espinosa, 26, was named to the position 
fuU-time in December, making him one 
of the youngest track announcers in the 
country. 

Espinosa grew up in Charles Town 
and his family has been involved in racing 
for four generations. His father worked in 
publicity and marketing, while his uncle 
and grandfather both trained at the track. 

“I’ve been going to Charles Town for 
as long as I can remember,” Espinosa said. 
“So, to have this opportunity in my home¬ 
town is truly amazing. It’s a new challenge, 
but one I’m looking forward to. The prod¬ 
uct here at Charles Town has made incred¬ 
ible strides over the past two decades, and 
I’m excited to play a small part in continu¬ 
ing that momentum.” 

This won’t be the first time that 
Espinosa has been at the microphone. He 
has done the paddock show for the Charles 
Town Classic, Charles Town Oaks and 
West Virginia Breeders Classics since 2009. 
He has also worked as a sports reporter 
and sports director at WHAG-TV, the 
NBC affiliate in Hagerstown, Md. 

Espinosa won the “America’s Next 
Racecaller” contest at Del Mar last summer. 

“He just has a great presence with a 
microphone and we’re thrilled to have 
him,” said vice president of racing opera¬ 
tions Erich Zimny. “We certainly got a fair 
number of qualified applicants and at the 
end of the day, as far as aptitude and skill 
set and a desire to get better, Paul was just 
the logical candidate for us.” 



Espinosa filled the post left by Jeff 
Cernick, who called races at Charles Town 
since 1999. Cernick’s final card was Breeders 
Classics night last October and several fill- 
in announcers, including Espinosa, called 
races the rest of the season. 

UPS AND DOWNS OF 2015 

It was a record year for wagering at 
Charles Town, which announced in late 
December a new aU-time high for handle 
per-race in 2015. All-sources handle for the 
1,447 races at Charles Town produced an 
annual record with $111,664 bet per race. 

Charles Town also reported positive 
figures in relation to another key metric: 
handle generated per $1 of purse money 
spent. In 2015, each dollar in purses paid 


produced $5.89 in pari-mutuel handle. 
That number was a penny shy of a record 
set in 2012. 

Additionally, track officials noted that 
since 2009, pari-mutuel handle per dollar in 
purses paid has increased 40 percent ($5.89 
versus $4.20), while handle per race has 
risen 32 percent ($111,664 versus $84,373). 

“I’m once again incredibly proud of 
the job our entire team here did in bring¬ 
ing us to the point of being able to set a 
record for wagering volume per race,” said 
Zimny. “Setting a mark hke that for a track 
that’s been around more than 80 years is 
significant and a testament to aU of their 
hard work and focus. We look forward to 
the challenge of trying to build on 2015.” 

The overall handle increase was consis¬ 
tent with a major spike in all-sources han¬ 
dle for the Charles Town Classic card. The 
track set a record when bettors wagered 
$4,847,106 on the 2015 Classic card, up 
more than 35 percent from 2014. 

On the dechne has been the total num¬ 
ber of race dates over the last several years. 
Since 2012, hve cards at Charles Town have 
dropped from 230 to 221 to 203 and, most 
dramatically, to 177 days in 2015. The track 
announced that it would target 179 race days 
for 2016 but, as in the past, that number 
could be cut during the course of the year. 

The 2016 calendar at Charles Town will 
be headhned by the $1.25 milhon Charles 
Town Classic-G2 April 23. The Race for 
the Ribbon day, along with the $350,000 
Charles Town Oaks-G3 will be run Sept. 
17. The 30th West Virginia Breeders 
Classics is scheduled for Oct. 8. *

Pennsylvania-bred Mor Spirit 
annexes California Grade 1 

S tuart Grant had high hopes for his Pennsylvania-bred year¬ 
ling colt by Eskendereya out of Im a Dixie Girl at Fasig- 
Tipton’s 2014 July yearling sale in Kentucky The previous 
two years the mare’s yearlings sold for $150,000 and $125,000, and 
“we thought he was the best of the three,” said Grant. 

When a minor injury the morning of the sale kept him in his 
Stall, Im a Dixie Girl’s son reappeared three months later at the 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky October sale and interest had waned. He 
brought $85,000. 

Mor Spirit once again became a hot commodity the following 
March after working in : 10.20 at the Fasig-Tipton Florida 2-year- 
old sale. He sold for $650,000, with Bob Baffert signing the ticket. 
Now racing in the colors of Michael Lund Petersen, Mor Spirit 
placed himself squarely on the list of Kentucky Derby hopefuls 
with a rousing victory Dec. 19 in one of the top 2-year-old stakes 
on the west coast, the Los Alamitos Futurity-Gl. Formerly known 
as the Hollywood Futurity, the most recent running was the eighth 
won by a Baffert trainee—among the others were classic winners 
Real Quiet, Point Given and Lookin At Lucky. 

Grant has been philosophical about the initial sale and what 
has happened since, and is quick to note, “We’re excited and have 
been cheering him every step of the way.” It also helps that he stiU 
owns Im a Dixie Girl, who is expected to deliver a full-sibling to 
Mor Spirit in early February and will be bred back to Triple Crown 
champion American Pharoah. 

“She’s a really attractive mare from a really nice family,” said 
Grant of the daughter of Dixie Union. “I’ve always thought this 
mare had a lot of potential.” Under his The Elkstone Group ban¬ 
ner Grant purchased Im a Dixie Girl at Keeneland’s November 
sale in 2010 for $75,000 in foal to Curlin. The dam of four foals 
at the time, she had one minor winner from two to race and had 
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aborted her 2010 foal. Grant hadn’t had much success racing Dixie 
Union offspring, but stiU thought highly of the stallion’s daugh¬ 
ters. Plus Im a Dixie Girl’s family had already produced Grade 1 
winner Great Hunter, and her dam was four-time stakes winner 
Im Out First. 

Grant has sold all three foals he has bred from the mare, and 
aU are winners. Another Dixie Union mare he owns, Counting- 
oncarolynn, produced as her first foal Grant’s 2015 homebred 
juvenile stakes winner Balk. “I’ve never been able to run a good 
Dixie Union, but I seem to be able to breed with Dixie Unions,” 
he pointed out. 

Grant had foaled his mares at Derry Meeting Farm in 
CochranviUe, Pa., until the farm closed following the 2013 foal¬ 
ing season. He has since purchased a farm in Chesapeake City, 
Md., and brought in former Derry Meeting farm manager Bobby 
Goodyear to run it. Of his 32 broodmares, about three-quarters 
will foal in Maryland, the others in Kentucky. Goodyear was at 
Derry Meeting when Mor Spirit was foaled and. Grant noted, 
“he’s going to wind up foaling Mor Spirit’s full sibling.” 



Lucy N Ethel makes grade 
with Florida stakes triumph 

L ucy N Ethel kicked off her career late in 2015, but proved 
worth the wait. JAG Racing and Jettany Thoroughbred 
Corp.’s homebred won her 2-year-old debut at Parx Nov. 
16, leading aU the way in a 6 V 2 -furlong maiden special weight for 
Pennsylvania-bred fillies and winning by a length. It was a dozen 
lengths back to the third-place runner.

“But she has really nice 
looking babies,” said Rickline. When it came time to breed her in 
2008, Rickline did an eNicks report with During, who was standing 
in Kentucky. “It was the highest number I’d ever seen,” she said. “I 
just had to do it.” The result was Jake N Elwood. Bred by Xanthus 


Farms, Jake N Elwood is a stakes winner of nearly $400,000. The 
Ricklines sold him as a yearling to partners Steve Perry and James 
Stevenson of J A G Racing and Jettany Thoroughbreds, who fol¬ 
lowed up by purchasing Kid Silver’s next two yearlings, and finally 
the mare in 2012. The 2011 foal. Hey Kiddo (by Stonesider), won 
last fall’s $150,000 Roamin Rachel Stakes at Parx. To date, all five 
foals to race out of Kid Silver are winners, and four of them won 
for Perry and Stevenson in 2015. 

When During moved to Randy Funkhouser’s O’Sullivan Farms 
in West Virginia in 2010, and Jake N Elwood finished on the board 
in his first three starts, and was fourth in his stakes debut in April 
2012, it only made sense to Rickline to send the mare back to the 
Cherokee Run stallion and suggested it to the partners. Lucy N 
Ethel was born the next spring at Xanthus. 

Kid Silver is no longer in Pennsylvania, Perry deciding to foal 
her in Kentucky in 2014 after she was bred to Stay Thirsty. Not 
in foal for 2015, she was bred to Two Step Salsa for this year, and 
consigned to the Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s January sale.

Horse Industry Day becoming 
annual event in Annapolis

Horse Industry Day in 
Annapolis is fast becoming a 
signature event to showcase 
the state's equine community 
to elected officials. 

The event is modeled after 
other major industries and or¬ 
ganizations in Maryland who 
annually host dinners, break¬ 
fasts and receptions during 
the 90-day General Assembly 
tied in with meetings with leg¬ 
islative delegations to make 
sure their voices are heard in 
Annapolis. 

This year's Horse Industry 
Day is Tuesday, Feb. 23 with a 
robust lineup of activities 
starting with a 2 p.m. messag¬ 
ing workshop, followed by a 


news conference, visits to leg¬ 
islative delegations, pre- and 
post-event video streaming on 
the Internet news show. Cen¬ 
ter Maryland, and topped by a 
Happy Hour Reception from 
6-8 p.m. in the Governor 
Calvert House. 

Our industry is no different 
than any other, with many di¬ 
verse interests in Annapolis 
pushing and lobbying for leg¬ 
islation to help our respective 
organizations and causes. But 
we are all united in promoting 
the importance that our indus¬ 
try has on the economy and 
culture of Maryland. That's 
what Horse Industry Day is all 
about-educating public offi¬ 


cials on the collective power of 
our industry. 

We have 200 equine organi¬ 
zations representing more 
than 40 breeds of horses and 
35 equestrian disciplines. We 
are an equine "Legacy State," 
our horse traditions going 
back to colonial times and 
mirroring the history of Mary¬ 
land. 

Combined we are a mighty 
force and continually need to 
remind and reinforce our leg¬ 
islators, and our fellow citi¬ 
zens, of the positive impact we 
have on our state. 

Maryland horse partici¬ 
pants account for more than 
$1 billion in annual economic 


impact, raising, training, own¬ 
ing or just enjoying 80,000 
horses, providing 28,000 full- 
and part-time jobs, making an 
impact on other aspects of ag¬ 
riculture in the state, devoting 
188,000 acres of open space to 
equine activities and paying 
$72 million annually in local, 
state and federal taxes. 

The first Horse Industry 
Day was held in 2015 after 14 
equine organizations support¬ 
ed and financially contributed 
to the event. More than 130 
people attended, including 
cabinet officers, senators, dele¬ 
gates and their staff members. 
The success of that initial 
event set the tone for an ex¬ 
panded format this year.

MHIB awards $30,000 
in grants in 2016 


The Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board, a program with¬ 
in the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture, awarded 
$30,000 in grants to 30 organi¬ 
zations representing a variety 
of equine groups and disci¬ 
plines across the state. The 
committee selected projects 
from a pool of 48 applicants. 

Funding for these grants 
and the Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board is provided by 
the Maryland Feed Fund, 


which collects $6 on every ton 
of horse feed sold in the state. 
Since the fund was established 
in 2002, the Board has award¬ 
ed nearly $400,000 in grants to 
nearly 300 projects. 

This year's recipients 
ranged from the Equine Stud¬ 
ies Department at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland to a program 
that will establish a statewide 
network of advanced equine 
emergency rescue resources. 
More than one third of this 


year's grantees received fund¬ 
ing for projects related to ther¬ 
apeutic horsemanship. 

A full list of recipients in¬ 
cluding detailed descriptions 
of each project is available on 
the Maryland Horse Industry 
Board's website. 

"Horses are a critical com¬ 
ponent of Maryland's agricul¬ 
tural industry. The Maryland 
Horse Industry Board and the 
Feed Fund do a terrific job 
helping to stimulate growth 
and opportunity in Mary¬ 
land's equestrian community 
without using any govern¬ 
ment funding," said Board 
Chairman Jim Steele. "This 
self-funded commodity mar¬ 
keting entity is a model of 


how industry groups can help 
themselves without relying on 
taxpayer dollars." 

Projects are evaluated 
based on their value to the in¬ 
dustry, degree of industry pro¬ 
motion, size and scope of ac¬ 
tivity, financial need, potential 
for matching funds, benefits 
and overall quality of the writ¬ 
ten presentation. Grants are 
capped at $3,000 in order to 
award funds to as many 
groups as possible. Eligible 
projects should have a com¬ 
pletion date no later than June 
30, 2016. Grant recipients are 
required to file a project report 
with the Board detailing how 
the money was used. ^

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PA-Bred Alphabet Soup 
pensioned at Old Friends

On a beautiful fall afternoon in central 
Kentucky, just a few days before the 19th 
anniversary of his most brilliant race, one of the 
greatest Pennsylvania-breds of all time stepped 
off his personal van, prancing and snorting as he 
took in the rolling hills of his new and final home. 
The stallion's nearly-blinding white coat glistened 
even underneath an overcast sky as he strutted 
past a small group of tourists who were lucky 
enough to be present Oct. 26 for the arrival of 
Breeders’ Cup Classic winner Alphabet Soup at 
Old Friends in Georgetown. 

Alphabet Soup was a true rags-to-riches 
story for all of his connections. In 1988, Roy 
Lerman’s Southeast Associates bought his dam, 
the multiple graded stakes winner Illiterate. 

Two years later the daughter of Arts and Letters 
was bred to Eclipse Award champion turf horse 
Cozzene. The resulting foal was a roan colt that 
was twice a buy-back at public auction, both 
times for under $30,000. Alphabet Soup would 
blast that figure out of the water by the time he 
retired from racing, with career earnings just a 
few thousand shy of $3 million. 

Purchased privately as an unraced 2-year- 
old by owner Georgia B. Bidder, it took time for 
Alphabet Soup to find his best stride. Based in 
California, he did not debut until the spring of 
his sophomore season and broke his maiden at 
Hollywood Park in his third start after a failed 
attempt on turf. However, that maiden victory was 
a preview of the gutsy heart that Alphabet Soup 
would be remembered for, as he battled eventual 
stakes winner Exalte to the wire in a long stretch 
drive before prevailing by a hard-fought head. 

Three unsuccessful attempts in allowance 
company followed before Alphabet Soup finally 
won again. That allowance score came at Del 
Mar, and marked the first time he was matched 
up with rider Chris McCarron. It was a good com¬ 
bination, as the duo took two straight allowances. 



Alphabet Soup made his stakes debut in 
the Grade 3 Volante Handicap Get. 23,1994, 
at Santa Anita. Unfortunately, McCarron was 
unavailable, having chosen to ride graded stakes 
winner Numerous. Alphabet Soup’s trainer David 
Hofmans made the decision to reunite the colt 
with jockey Chris Antley, who had been aboard 
earlier in the year. Antley and Alphabet Soup fin¬ 
ished a solid second, missing by a neck and well 
ahead of Numerous and McCarron. 

After a fifth-place finish that November in 
the Grade 3 Lazaro S. Barrera Handicap, with 
McCarron aboard, at Hollywood Park, Alphabet 
Soup went to the sidelines until the following July. 

It turns out that the break from racing and 
time to grow up was exactly what the handsome 
roan needed. Alphabet Soup would finish up the 
remaining 14 races of his career with a stellar 
record of seven wins, two seconds and four 
thirds, a record which would have been even bet-

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ter had he not been disqualified after finishing 
first in the 1996 Goodwood Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G2. 

Apparently Alphabet Soup liked to be 
ridden by Chrises: he ran his best races while 
piloted by McCarron or Antley. The latter 
won the Grade 3 Native Diver and Grade 2 
San Pasqual and San Antonio Handicaps 
over a six-week span, plus the Pat O'Brien 
Handicap-G3. McCarron piloted him to victo¬ 
ry in the Del Mar Budweiser Breeders' Cup 
Handicap-G2 (his first graded win), Harry F. 
“Bud” Brubaker Handicap (his first stakes win), 
and the most exciting race of his career, the 
1996 Breeders’ Cup Classic-GI at Woodbine. 

That year's Breeders' Cup Classic was 
one of the most thrilling in the history of 
the event. The overwhelming favorite was 
defending champion Cigar, who had captured 
the imagination of the world with his 16-race 
win streak, one that included an incredible 
victory in the first running of the Dubai World 
Cup. Also entered were Strub Stakes-GI 
and Pacific Classic-GI winner Dare and Go, 
Meadowlands Cup-GI winner Dramatic Gold, 
Belmont Stakes-GI winner Editor's Note, 
Preakness Stakes-GI winner Louis Quatorze, 


Whitney Handicap-GI winner Mahogany 
Hall, and Travers Stakes-GI winner Will's 
Way, as well as future Canadian champion 
Mt. Sassafras and eventual Grade 1 winners 
Formal Gold and Atticus. 

With such a deep group of competitors. 
Alphabet Soup was bumped down to eighth 
choice by the time the field of 13 jumped out 
of the starting gate. Atticus set the early pace, 
with Alphabet Soup just a few lengths back 
near Louis Quatorze and Mt. Sassafras. As 
they hit the stretch, Mt. Sassafras, Alphabet 
Soup, Cigar and Louis Quatorze were engaged 
in a furious battle, throwing their hearts into 
every stride. Each grabbed the lead in turn, 
heads bobbing alternately in front as noses 
reached out for the wire. The clock stopped in 
track record time of 2:01 for 114 miles. After 
what felt like an eternity, the photo revealed 
Alphabet Soup as the winner by a nose over 
Louis Quatorze, with Cigar a mere head back 
in third. Mt. Sassafras finished fourth a half- 
length back at odds of over 100-1. 

After the Breeders' Cup, Frank Stronach 
bought into Alphabet Soup. The colt raced 
once more, finishing second in the San 
Antonio Handicap-G2 in February 1997 before 


joining Stronach's stallion barn at Adena 
Springs Farm in Kentucky. 

Alphabet Soup was successful as a sire 
both regionally and internationally. From 15 
crops of racing age, he is the sire of 483 win¬ 
ners, nearly 50 stakes winners, and his prog¬ 
eny have earned nearly $41 million. Leading 
his offspring is millionaire Our New Recruit, 
winner of the 2004 Dubai Golden Shaheen-GI 
and named champion sprinter in the U.A.E. 

Being by the excellent turf sire Cozzene 
and out of an Arts and Letters mare. Alphabet 
Soup was able to sire racehorses that could 
run on a multitude of surfaces and distances. 

In addition to Our New Recruit, other main 
track sprinters include Grade 1 winner 
Alphabet Kisses, Grade 3 winner Watchem 
Smokey and Abbondanza, Beautiful Bets, Lady 
Echo, Prince Alphie and Tempos Fugit. His 
additional graded stakes winning dirt horses 
are Canadian champion Phantom Light as well 
as M B Sea and Mark One. 

His leading offspring on turf are Matriarch 
Stakes-GI winner Egg Drop, Grade 2 winner

Congratulations to Virginia-bred Stellar Wind, who was 
named one of three 2015 Eclipse Award finalists in the 3 Year Old 
Filly division along with Found and I’m A Chatterbox. Bred by the 
Keswick Stables & Stonestreet Thoroughbred Holdings, LLC, the 
daughter of Curlin won the Grade I Santa Anita Oaks, the Grade II 
Summertime Oaks, and a pair of Grade Ill’s —- the Santa Ysabel and 
the Torrey Pines. She also finished fourth in the Kentucky Oaks, 4 
3/4 lengths behind the victorious Lovely Maria. Her most memorable 
outing though was in the $2,000,000 Breeders’ Cup Distaff, where she 
came within four feet of winning after a thrilling stretch duel with 
eventual victor Stopchargingmaria. Stellar Wind is trained by John 
Sadler, owned by Kosta Hronis and is out of the Malibu Moon mare. 
Evening Star. 

Stellar Wind’s efforts this past year earned her breeders 
an award of $45,373, tops among Virginia-bred performers who 
shared in bonus monies totaling $500,000 in this annual year round 
program. A total of 64 different breeders, whose horses won a 
combined $5,289,439 in purse monies, will receive bonus checks.

The Estate of Edward P. Evans led the way with $63,770 in award 
monies. Valid, a 6 year old son of Megalia d’Oro, was their top 
performer, based off graded stakes wins in the Fred Hooper (Gr. Ill) 
at Gulfstream and the Philip Iselin (Gr. Ill) at Monmouth. Out of 
the Grand Slam mare. Grand Prayer, Valid scored another pair of 
ungraded stakes triumphs at Gulfstream, placed in a trio of additional 
graded events, and completed his 5 year old campaign by finishing 
5th in the Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile. The strong portfolio earned the 
Evans Estate a bonus of $23,891 from Valid alone. 

Keswick Stables and Stonestreet Thoroughbred Holdings 
LLC were second in bonus earnings. Mr. & Mrs. Bertram Firestone 
finished third with $32,667 (from 21 wins), Morgan’s Ford Farm was 
next with $30,792 (from 18 victories) and Larry Johnson was fifth 
with $29,390 (from 24 wins). 


In addition to Stellar Wind and Valid, top bonus earning 
Virginia-bred horses were Albert Coppola’s One Go All Go, whose 
victory in the $400,000 Commonwealth Derby (Grade II) translated 
into $22,232 in award money. The 3 year old son of Fairbanks became 
the first Virginia-bred to win the Derby in 17 editions. Go Blue Or Go 
Home, bred by Morgan’s Ford Farm & Winstar Farm, earned $9,021 
in extra monies from a win in the Grade II Highlander Stakes while 
Long On Value, bred by Snow Lantern Thoroughbreds, followed with 
$8,087 courtesy of a win in the Grade III Canadian Turf Stakes.

Turning the page now to 2016 and beyond, the Virginia 
Equine Alliance (VEA) is moving forward on a number of initiatives 
to sustain and grow racing in Commonwealth, the first of which is 
to conduct more days of live thoroughbred and standardbred horse 
racing. In order to move forward, a permanent home for each breed 
is being established --- the standardbred site is at the Shenandoah 
County Fairgrounds in Woodstock and the thoroughbred site is at 
Morven Park in Leesburg. Negotiations are currently under way with 
both to secure lease agreements and to determine renovations and 
upgrades needed to create safe racing surfaces and first class facilities. 

Renovations at Woodstock are expected to be finished in 
time to conduct an 8 day harness race meet this fall over 4 weekends 
in September, and 12 days over 6 weekends in 2017. Renovations at 
Morven Park will take a year to complete to ensure a first class turf 
course, so no thoroughbred races are planned for 2016 but a 14 day 
meet is being proposed for 2017. 

Once these venues are established, the VEA will reinvest 
monies generated from Advance Deposit Wagering (ADW) partners 
and future Off Track Betting (OTB) Centers right back into the 
industry to create new live racing opportunities at other venues 
around the state. The VEAs unique racing model features a high 
quality product with the utmost integrity in beautiful settings around 
Virginia, all while creating new racing and wagering enthusiasts. 

To keep Virginia-bred horses in action this year, the VEA 
will again offer a Virginia-bred stakes day program at Maryland’s 
Laurel Park this fall and will partner with the Virginia Gold Cup to 
host pari-mutuel flat races in conjunction with the steeplechase races 
at their annual spring and fall race days. The VEA will also support 
potential future racing initiatives at the Oak Ridge Estate in Nelson 
County, though no firm time table is set. Looking to the future, three 
signature graded stakes races that had been run at Colonial Downs 
for years will probably be contested at Laurel again in 2016 to keep 
their graded status in tact. When racing begins at Morven Park next 
year, those three will be the foundation from which national interest 
can be grown for Virginia racing.

Town Races always sooms 
to bo in flux, ospocially when 
one focuses on the political and 
economic challenges that loom on 
the not-too-distant horizon. 

Horsemen potentially face a 
decaying racing schedule, purse 
shortages and declining video 
lottery revenue, but in this industry, 
like the entertainment business, we 
learn from an early age that the 
"show must go on." 

I hope to chronicle some of the 
people and incidents that helped 
ease the fears and tensions as we 
tread lightly toward the future. It 
is never my intention to display 
favoritism or purposely leave 
someone out. I hope you can read 
and enjoy my subjective analysis of 
an interesting year at my favorite 
haunt. 


Owner of the Year: This is always 
a tough call. Do I go with the large 
powerful stable that overwhelms its 
competition with sheer numbers or 
pay homage to the little guy who 
rides the wave of "Lady Luck"? 

In this instance I would like to 
commend Taylor Mountain Farm 
(James W. Casey) (Equibase stats, 31 
wins, $753,177) and John McKee (26 
wins, $573,548) for their respective 
amazing years and Mark Russell 
(nine wins, $419,682) for his model 
effort productively managing his 
three or four-horse empire. 

Trainer of the Year: This category 
was a no-brainer for anyone that 
attends the Charles Town races on 
a regular basis. Jeff Runco had a 
year that bordered on statistically 
incredulous. According to Equibase, 
the hard-working veteran ranked 
in the top 50 nationwide in money 


earned. From 585 starts he had 
158 firsts, 95 seconds and 97 thirds, 
with an astonishing win ratio of 27 
percent. 

Jockey of the Year: Jose 
Montano dominated the local 
jockey colony, often winning races in 
bunches.The Mexican-born phenom 
amassed 230 wins and is equally 
adept at riding sprint or route races. 
For the year, the young journeyman 
won at a 28 percent clip. 

Horsemanship of the Year: The 

qualities that embody this award are 
self-sacrifice and generosity. I chose 
Tim Grams and Ollie Figgins III as 
most deserving. 

Everyday Mr. Grams, mounted 
on his faithful pony, accompanies 
his band of runners to the track for 
their morning gallop. As can be the 
custom with so many young horses in 
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training, individuais are occasionaiiy 
known to got loose and bound off 
the track. This is whore Tim and his 
spirited pony help avert disaster. His 
quick thinking has rescued many of 
his follow trainers' horses. 

Another true gentleman of the 
sport is Mr. Figgins. Just the other 
morning, under foggy and sloppy 
conditions, Ollio flagged down 
an exorcise rider to warn him of a 
trailing bandage. With little regard 
for his own safety, the Charles 
Town native calmed the excited 
runner with a stroke and pat while 
expeditiously removing the cause for 
concern. Bravo! 

Late Bloomer of the Year: These 
two gentlemen are quick with a 
smile and possess a certain joie do 
vivre. Ronney Brown and John Casey 
are two excellent horsemen who 
both decided to start families late 
in life and are doing a topnotch 
job. Together the duo balance their 
demanding professions while finding 
quality time to spend with their 
significant others and children. 

Horseman’s Helper of the Year: 

Listed in the program as the Racing 
Operations Manager, Mike Elliott has 
worn many hats during his tenure 
at Charles Town. A tireless worker, 
it is not uncommon to see Mike 
checking on stalls, delivering in-slips 
and aiding security long before 
some trainers are even out of bed. 
Mike is efficient and on call for any 
emergency. Kudos to our #1 Steelers 
Fan. 

Irresistible Man of the Year: 

Longtime trainer and resident at 


Charles Town, Jim Starkey moves like 
a man half his age and with good 
reason. On most mornings he can be 
found at the barn sipping a coffee 
and discussing the condition book 
with some of our talented agents of 
the female persuasion. On a serious 
note, Mr. Starkey is a straight shooter 
who believes in rewarding hard work 
and persistence. 

Newcomer/Fresh Face of the 
Year: Paul Espinosa was recently 
hand-picked as Charles Town 
Races' announcer.

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In Memoriam 


KEITH LEBARRON 

Pennsylvania trainer Keith LeBarron, 62, 
died Dec. 21 after a short illness. The 
Vermont native lived in Bensalem, Pa., 
for 20 years and won 1,196 races dur¬ 
ing a career that spanned nearly 40 years. 
LeBarron’s runners earned more than 
$1 million in each of the past seven sea¬ 
sons and captured 30 races (including one 
two days before he died) in 2015. 

Stakes winners in the barn over the 
years included Classic Move, Valley of the 
Gods and Movin’ Out. 

Survivors include his wife Susan, 
daughters Casey Fecht and Tiffany Clark, 
two brothers, a sister and one grandchild. 

LEONARD LEVITON 

Thoroughbred owner and breeder Leonard 
“Skip” Leviton, who campaigned such 


stars as Maryland-bred champions Gala 
Spinaway and Gala Lil during a long asso¬ 
ciation with Thoroughbred racing, died 
Dec. 16. He was 100. 

Leviton owned S&S Beverage Company 
and was the oldest member of the Beth 
Judah Temple of Wildwood, N.J. He is 
survived by his wife of 75 years, Gertrude, 
daughter Ann, son-in-law Adam and two 
grandchildren. 

The Levitons, whose horses’ names 
normally began with Gala for the first 
initials of the family members, employed 
Bernie Bond as their trainer for a num¬ 
ber of years and were the first clients of 
Bond’s assistant Graham Motion when he 
became a trainer. Gala Spinaway won 15 
races and earned $691,687 in five years on 
the track and, now 28, is retired at Motion’s 
Fair Hill Training Center barn. 

Among the horses the Levitons bred 
in the name of G & L Enterprises were 



stakes winners Gala Goldilocks, her fuU- 
sister Gala de Oro and half-sister Gala 
Gold Digger. They were longtime clients 
of Glade Valley Farm, the breeder of Gala 
Lil, and for nearly 25 years boarded their 
mares at the Frederick, Md., farm.

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Looking Back 


75years ago 

B Preston Burch, president of the 
American Trainers Association, addressed 
the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners convention, discussing 
New York State Racing Commission 
chairman Herbert Bayard Swope’s report 
on racing in the state. One of the items in 
the report on which he elaborated was the 
testing of drugs of which “1,472 samples 
of saliva were tested in New York in 
1940, out of which there was not found 
an instance where a drug had been 
administered. . .” 

He continued: “Throughout the entire 
country there were very few positive 
returns from saliva tests made in 1940. 
Everyone has made a vigorous campaign 
to eliminate the evil of tampering with 
our horses.” 


But one positive test that did occur 
caused the immediate, indefinite suspen¬ 
sion of a highly respected young trainer. 
This prompted Burch to comment: 
“Certainly no good came to racing by 
the public comdemnation of a man of 
such excellent standing. It is to avoid the 
recurrence of such an injustice. . . that I 
recommend a change in the wording of 
the saliva test rule. By simply substituting 
the word ‘may’ in the rule where it reads 
the trainer ‘shall’ be suspended, you would 
give your Stewards discretionary powers in 
the matter.” 

B The list of Maryland Thoroughbred 
farms exceeded 75, with seven boasting a 
broodmare band of 20 or more, topped 
by 63 mares in residence at Sagamore 
Farm. Foal reports were filtering in, not 
surprisingly Sagamore leading the way. 

Editor Humphrey Finney was making 
his rounds to the farms and found him-

self in Harford County in early January, 
visiting Ernest “Bud” Hackney’s Elberton 
HiU (home to four stallions), Arthur 
HuUcoat’s Westacre, and Mrs. Robert H. 
Heighe’s Prospect HiU Stud, where Finney 
deUghted in seeing the “grand old staUion 
*Aethelstan II, in as fine bloom as one 
would wish to see him. . .” 



50 years ago 

B “The World’s Greatest Auction Sale!” 
was the headUne after records were 
smashed at the Timonium sales paviUon 
during the William duPont Jr. dispersal 
held in mid-February. “Never has there 
been such a fantasticaUy successful auc¬ 
tion of Thoroughbreds anywhere in the 
world,” it was reported when 51 horses 
sold by the duPont estate, and 21 brood¬ 
mares from the John R. Gaines consign¬ 
ment, brought $2,868,600, a world record 
for a single session. 

The 9-year-old broodmare Berio, in 
foal to Cohoes, became the highest-priced 
sales horse in history when Willi am 
duPont’s 27-year-old son John E. duPont 
bid $235,000. The price surpassed the pre¬ 
vious mark by $35,000. It was noted that 
many of the late duPont’s closest relatives 
did the bulk of the buying as his sister 
Marion duPont Scott and three of his 
children purchased 21 horses for 
$1,537,000. John made seven purchases 
for $767,000, an average of $109,571, and 
his bid of $215,000 for the 4-year-old fiUy 
Rose Trader, a winning daughter of 
Swaps, estabUshed the world mark for a 
race horse. Scott bought two broodmares 
for an average of $127,500. It was noted 
that “none of the four competing duPonts 
bid against each other. It appeared that

they decided in advance which of the 
horses each would attempt to buy. . . In a 
sense, the bidding pitted the duPont fami¬ 
ly against the world.” 

Buyers came from as far as Canada 
and Argentina, with the crowd estimated 
at 2,000. Faces in the crowd included A.B. 
Hancock Jr. (Claiborne Farm), Robert J. 
Kleberg (King Ranch) and Allaire duPont. 
Chartered planes flew prospective buyers 
in from Florida and Kentucky. 

The record single session total would equate 
to $21,181,815 in today’s market, and the aver- 
age for the 18 duPont broodmares sold would be 
$447,428 based on inflation dollars. Not all the 
mares were bought by the duPonts, as such nota¬ 
bles as three-time champion Park, 15 at the time, 
sold to Martin Andersen for $68,000, and All 
Beautiful, in foal to ’^Ribot, was purchased by 


Paul Mellon’s Rokeby Stable for $175,000. 
All Beautiful delivered future Horse of the 
Year and Hall of FamerArts and Fetters 
less than six weeks later. 

B Maryland foal crop numbers 
jumped 32 percent in 1964 based on 
figures released by The Jockey Club, 
moving the state to fourth nationally. 
Kentucky topped the list with 3,255 
foals. Propelled by the Maryland Fund 
Program, enacted in 1962, Maryland 
had 877 foals reported for 1964, 
compared to 664 the previous year. In 
1959, the foal crop was 424. 

Virginia ranked fifth with 831 
foals. Other regional states in the top 15 
were New Jersey (12th, 287 foals) and 
Pennsylvania (14th, 273 foals). 

B Fire swept through a Bowie barn on 
the last day of January, killing more than 
40 horses. Twelve trainers suffered losses, 
including Sidney Watters Jr., Richard 
Dutrow and James P. Simpson. Snowden 
Carter’s editorial blasted conditions that 
led to the tragedy: “The constant threat 
of fire in over-crowded stable areas has 
been ignored for years. There can no 
longer be a defense for this type of pro¬ 
crastination . . . Horsemen should not be 
compelled to house their animals in fire- 
traps . . . Millions of dollars need to be 
poured into our atrocious stable areas. 

“Men of integrity and ability must 
protect the horse.” 
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25years ago 

B Maryland-based trainer Carlos Garcia, 
fourth in the nation by stakes wins in 
1990 with 19, was determined to exceed 

that number 
in the new 
year. “If we 
win 18 in 
1991, if U 
seem like a 
bad year,” he 
admitted. 

Garcia 
sent out 
eight stakes 
winners and 
earned more 
than $1.15 
million in stakes purses. Irlis top per¬ 
former was five-time stakes winner Valay 
Maid, one of the leading 3-year-old fillies 
in the country whose stakes performances 
included a third in the Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl. 

A native of Argentina from a family 
of horsemen, Garcia had success with 
numerous clients over the years, includ¬ 
ing Gustave Ring in New York, and Dr. 
Herman J. Kossow, David and JoAnn 
Hayden’s Dark HoUow Farm, and Frank 
and Ginny Wright in Maryland. 

B At least 25 new stallions were entering 
stud in the region in 1991. The seven 
most successful on the track were 
profiled, led by Grade 1 winner and 
$554,700-earner Norquestor, who was 
the first “major-league stallion prospect” 
to stand at Allen and Audrey Murray’s 


Murmur Farm in Darlington, Md. Also 
of note were King’s Nest, winner of 
Saratoga’s King’s Bishop Stakes-G3, who 
was joining his sire Rollicking at Glade 
Valley Farm in Frederick, Md.; Northern 
Wolf, the 6-furlong track record holder 
at Pimlico and Laurel and winner of the 
inaugural Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash, at Corbett Farm in Monkton, Md.; 
and My Prince Charming, retired at age 
8 to Four Winds Farm in Freehold, N.J., 
after winning multiple stakes, including 
the Grade 2 Fountain of Youth at 3. 

B The American Championship Racing 
Series, an idea conceived by Barry 
Weisbord, president of Matchmaker 
Racing Services, was set to launch before 
a nationally televised audience on ABC. 

The series of 10 races for older horses 
would kick off in February with the Donn 
Handicap-Gl at Gulfstream Park and 
conclude in Belmont Park’s Woodward 
Stakes-Gl in September. The Grade 1 
Pimlico Special was fourth in the series. 
Each race would carry at least a $500,000 
purse, for a total of $8.25 million, and be 
run on dirt. There was also a $1.5 million 
bonus pool to be awarded to the top four 
performers, based on a point system. 

B Recommendations proposed to the 
Maryland Racing Commission by a medi¬ 
cation committee (which included repre¬ 
sentatives of the commission, racetracks, 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association and private veterinarians) 
would allow 2-year-olds to race on Lasix, 
as well as institute dosage standards for aU 
runners. “These recommendations would 
appear to bring Maryland toward more 
uniformity with surrounding states,” com-

10 years ago 

B Penn National-based trainer Bruce 
Kravets hit the 3,000-win milestone 
in December 2005. The 50-year-old 
native of California got his first win at 
Agua Caliente in 1977 before moving 
east. His first Penn National win came 
in 1979, and he ranked among the top 
trainers at the track for more than a 
decade. Among those who worked for 
him and went out on their own was 
Scott Lake. Said Kravets: “I’ve had 
opportunites to go to a lot of places, 
but none of them have interested me. 
I’ve never had the desire to leave here. 
This place has been good to a lot of 
people, and it’s sure been good to me.” 

Kravets had a career-high 206 wins in 
2001 and more than 100 winners ajear for 
12 straight years, from 1994 to 2005. With 


3,514 wins through 2015 he ranks 20th all- 
time in the nation. 

B The Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Decem¬ 
ber Mixed sale saw a drop in gross, 
average and median figures from the 
previous year, but several high-end 
offerings created excitement. Long¬ 
time Maryland owner/breeder Eugene 
Ford decided to get out of the breed¬ 
ing business and sold his only two 
mares-Maryland-bred champion 
Your Out and her 14-year-old dam 
Our Friend Hidayet. Your Out, in foal 
to hot young stallion Lion Hearted, 
topped the sale at $140,000 while her 
dam, in foal to Not For Love, brought 
$75,000. Walnut Green Farm consigned 
the Deputy Minister mare Approve, 
out of Delaware Handicap-G2 winner 
Crowned and a half-sister to multiple 
graded stakes winner Best of Luck, sell¬ 
ing the stakes-producing mare in foal 


mented the commission’s executive direc¬ 
tor Kenneth Schertle regarding dosages. 
As for 2-year-olds: “If [they] are allowed 
to race the same as older horses, in view 
of the committee, they should have access 
to the same medications that older horses 
use.” 

B Pleasant Tap, one of the most exciting 
3-year-olds on the Triple Crown trail in 
1990, was back to form after recovering 
from an injury sustained in a workout 
leading up to the Preakness. The 
Virginia-bred Buckland Farm homebred, 
third in the Kentucky Derby-Gl, 
concluded the year by winning the 
Grade 2 Malibu Stakes at Santa Anita. 

B Graded stakes winner and two-time 
Maryland-bred champion Thirty Eight 
Go Go was sold privately by Janet and 
Morgan Wayson to Florida-based breeder 
DW Hutson. The price was $250,000. 

“We figured it was time to breed her, 
if she was going to be bred. But we can’t 
afford to breed her to the kind of stallion 
she deserves,” said Janet Wayson. “We 
wanted to do what’s best for her.” 

Purchased as a yearling for $17,500 at 
the 1986 Fasig-Tipton select yearling sale 
in Timonium, the daughter of Maryland 
sire Thirty Eight Paces earned $860,086 
for the Waysons. 

The gray mare made three starts for Hutson, 
her best finish a third in the Gala Til Handicap, 
before retiring that February with earnings of 
$871,229. She was bred to the best of the best, 
with early matings to lyphard, Seattle Slew and 
Woodman until exported to Japan, where her 
foals included a son of Sunday Silence. Of her 
11 foals, all started and eight won, though there 
were no stakes performers.

to Two Punch for $100,000. Maryland 
stallion Not For Love was the top sire

Even though the sale didn’t keep 
pace with the year before, it produced 
the third highest average ($9,328) in the 
sale’s 22-year history and ranked sixth 
by gross ($3,497,900).

Guilty Conscience had good timing 


In the 20th century, 63 runners 
bred in the Mid-Atlantic region 
were named national champions. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
takes a look each month at one of 
those luminaries. 

G uilty Conscience made 
15 starts in 1981 from 
mid-January to late 
November, but two wins 
within a 10-day span in 
October sealed a champion¬ 
ship. He clinched the Eclipse 
Award as the nation’s top 
sprinter with his score in 
North America’s only Grade 
1 sprint for older horses 
at the time, the 7-furong 
Vosburgh at Aqueduct. 

Racing for his breed¬ 
ers, Rosalee Davison and 
her husband Richard, and 
trained by Hubert “Sonny” 

Hine, the Maryland-bred had been a use¬ 
ful sort, winning seven races, including the 
1-mile E. Taylor Chewning Handicap at 
Laurel, in a 19-start 3-year-old campaign. 


He missed most of 
his 4-year-old season 
but came back that 
November, taking two 
6-furlong allowances, 
at Aqueduct and The 
Meadowlands, which 
set him up for his 
championship cam¬ 
paign at 5. 

Guilty Conscience 
was consistent, but feU 
short of defeating the 
best sprinters in the 
country for most of 
1981. He placed in 
eight stakes to the 
likes of Dave’s Friend, 
Dr. Blum, Fappiano, 
Ring of Light, Joanie’s 
Chief, Well Decorated, 
and even stablemate 
Amber Pass in the 

Carter Handicap. 

He finally broke through in Belmont’s 
Boojum Handicap in October, then took 
down the Vosburgh over Rise Jim. 



Update 

January’s History Lessons featured 1965 turf 
champion Parka. The Virginia-bred was retired to 
Tom Harraway’s Overbrook Farm in Coifs Neck, 
N.J., aiong with another aged geiding, Arctic 
Aria, in the eariy 1980s, the two moved to Four 
Winds Farm in Freehoid where Parka’s owner 
Rachei Carpenter was a frequent visitor (with the 
champion’s favorite treat, raspberry jeiiy donuts). 
Parka died at 31 in 1989.

Only twice that year did he fail to finish 
in the top three, and even those were close 
contests. But the two stakes wins at the 
end of the year were fresh in voters’ minds 
when Eclipse ballots were handed out and 
he took the title over Dave’s Friend and 
Fappiano. His was the fourth Maryland- 
bred Eclipse Award-winning sprinter in 
five years, after What a Summer (1977), J.O. 
Tobin (1978) and Star de Naskra (1979). 
Dave’s Friend was also runner-up in 1980. 

A son of Court Ruling, Guilty Con¬ 
science was immediately syndicated for 
$1.6 million and retired to Airdrie Stud in 
Kentucky. The sire of five stakes winners, 
he was eventually moved to Louisiana 
where he finished his stud career.

J ohn Leech (1817-1864) was a promi¬ 
nent caricaturist and illustrator in 19th 
century Britain, and was widely regard¬ 
ed for his humorous and political cartoons 
in the comic magazine Punch. 

Leech’s subjects often dealt with the 
sporting culture of his time, and he also 
illustrated many of the humorous sporting 
novels of his contemporary, R.S. Surtees 
(1805-1864). Many of the sporting car¬ 
toons in his Pictures of Lfe (& Character 
(volume one of five) focus on the misad¬ 
ventures of Mr. Briggs, an enthusiastic (but 
ultimately incompetent) sportsman. 

Pictures of Life (& Character compiles 
Leech’s cartoons for Punch, and was 
published around 1860. It was collected by 
John Daniels (1921-2006), a member of 
NSLM’s Board of Directors who donated 
his collection of rare sporting books to
